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INTRODUCTION. 



FR O M the time that I entered 
into the pra&ice of medicine, 
and faw the danger to which 
die generality of thofe who had the 
fmall-po'x in the natural way were 
cxpofed,, I could not but fincerely 
wifli y with every fenfibte perlbn of 
the facuky, that Inoculation might 
become general* 

A conixderable {hat e of employ- 
ment in this branch of my profef- 
fion has for upwards of twenty years 
occurred to me j and altho* I have 
been fb fortunate as not to lofe a 
patient under inoculation, except 
B 1 one 
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one child, about fourteen years ago, 
who after die eruption of a few 
diftind puftules died of a fever, 
which I efteemcd wholly independent 
of die (mall-pox, yet I muft ac- 
knowledge that in feme cafes die 
fymptoms have coft me not a little 
anxiety for the event. 

Nor have the fubfequent ffieds 
of this pra&ice always been fo fa- 
vourable as one could wifb ; and tho' 
far from equalling thofe which too 
often follow the natural fmall-pox, 
either in refpeel to difficulty or num- 
ber, yet they fometimes gave no 
fmall uneafineis to the operator. 

It cannot likewife, it ought not 
to be concealed, that fbme of the in- 
oculated have died under this pro- 
cess, even under the care of very able 
5 and 
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ai*£ r experienced practitioners. But 
this number is lb fmall, that, when 
compared with the mortality at- 
tending the natural fmall -pox, it is 
reduced almoft to a cypher. 

Tnefe circumftances, however, 
tended to difcourage the operation 
in fome degree. Practitioners were 
cautious of urging a procefs, of 
whole event they could iiot be cer- 
tain; and parents, who were fenfible 
enough to obferve, that, though the 
chance was greatly in their favour, 
yet a blank might caft up againff 
them, engaged in it with hefitation. 

Humanity, as well as a wifh, to 
promote the honour and advantage 
of the v art I profels, made me ever 
attentive jco the improvement of.this 
part ofmy employment. Diffatisfied 
B 2 with 
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with the cojtnmpn method^ ,:L hadr. 
carefully attended, tb the eifevui-w 
fiances that feemed to contribute to 
the good or ill fuccefs of thisprap- 
tice in the courfe of my own bufi- 
nefs, as well as to the beft infor- 
mation I; could get of the fuccefs of 
others. 

Many fa&s had induced me to 
think that regimen, preparation, 
and management would do much : 
that asthedifeaie was of an inflam^ .. 
matory kind, a cooling regimea 
. muft certainly ; for the moft part be 
reafonable. Some faint effays were 
made to try how far this fentiment 
might be juft, But thofe who are 
the beft acquainted with the firft 
aphorifm of tjippocratesv will be 
the firft in juftifyjng a cautious pro-

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cedure, where 'fe/^fea ls^p,^ 
than the life of an individual ° : 1 f 

\ In this fituatiori$ firft heard, and 
with rthc utttibft ;I -fatiyfa<aiiri, that- 
itf (bme parts «of ; tnV nation, anew 
afnid more ' foceefiful mkhba b? in- 
oculating -Vwar : differed', ' than- 
had; ; 1atIfe«:of beefl piaflsfel.- ' The 
r^aWrsigave incredible accounts of* 
the: ->fiiccefs j which Was the more ;

Knowing, . that improvements 
which, would do honour to the moft 
elevated human underftandings, are 
fometimes ftumblied upom by men 
of more confined abilities; and: that 
iri ; medicine,- as well as in every 
other cirebmftance in Kfe, it Is our 
i : v duty 
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duty, to avail ourfeives as much as 
poflible of all; difpoveries tending 
to the common benefit, I embraced 
every juft . opportunity of informing 
myfelf of fa£ts, ~circumftances, and 
eyents y that either public fame,: 
or, more^preche relations, brought; to : 
me. I life the terra jufi opportu*^ 
nityi becaufe, if I am- not mifin- 
formed, endeavours h$ve ten ufcd, 
incWiftent with, equity; and, can- 
dour, to rob thole who are Enti- 
tled to our gratitude for aulftxirg 
us: in this, important procefs, of 
that mare of private emolument 
Which is their due, let their title to 
the difcovery be ever fo paradoxical. 

To expofe patients, even in the 
inoculated fmall- pox, to all weathers, 
was a thing unheard of. To per- 
mit them through the whole pro-

grefe of the difeafe to g6* afeoad; and 
follow their ufiial vdcatMs,Tan& 
that they fhould neither puffer any 
prefent evil, nor experience any dis- 
agreeable confequences, was (lifl more 
furprizing; yet an infinite number of 
inftances have confirmed all this; and 
forne of thefe inftances will appear 
in the fequel of this performance. 

The defign of this treatife is to 
bring the practice ftill one ftep 
nearer to perfection, and leflen the 
ravages of a diftemper, which is 
pot a native of Britain, but, like 
the Plague, has been imported from 
a foreign country, and demands the 
exertion of all the powers we are 
poflefled of, either to exterminate it 
from amongft us, which perhaps is 
not practicable, or to render it lefs 

unfafe, 
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unfafe, if npt wholly without diffi- 
culty qr 4&nger. I,- 

TJjje following directions for tjiis 
purpafe) are the refuh of an exten- 
iive ^raftice : and if a ftrong per- 
luafion.of the truth of what he 
writes, founded on repeated trials 
and impartial obfervations, ihoulfl 
have led the author to exprefs him- 
felf in a very fanguine manner, the 
future experience of others he trufts 
will be his juftification.

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Of the Age, Constitution, and 
Season of the Year proper for 
Inoculation, 



BEFORE I proceed to defcribe the 
regimen and preparatives, it may not 
be improper to mention what has 
occurred to me in refpedt to the moft fuitable 
age and conftitution for inoculation ; and 
likewife what feafons feem to be more or 
lefs favourable for the practice. 

In regard to age ; where it is left to my 
choice, I decline inoculating children under 
two years old. I know the common prac- 
tice is againft me in this particular ; but my 
reafons for rejecting fuch are founded on ob- 
servation and experience. I have, indeed, 
lately inoculated many under this age, at 
the pruning entreaties of their parents, and 
C * they 
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they have all done well. But it muft be 
confidered, that young children are expofed 
to all the hazards of dentition, fevers, fluxes, 
convulfions, and other accidents, fufficiently 
difficult in themfelves to manage in fuch 
tender fubje&s, infomuch that fcarce two 
in three of all that are born, live to be two 
years old ; as is demonftrable from the Bills 
of Mortality. 

Befides, convulfive paroxyfms often ac- 
company the variolous eruptive -fever in 
children s and though generally looked upon 
in no unfavourable light, as often preceding 
a diftinft kind of fmall-pox, yet they are 
at all times attended with fome degree of 
danger; nay, many, it is well known, have 
expired under them ; while others, who have 
ftruggled through with great difficulty, have 
been fo debilitated, apd their faculties fo 
impaired, that the efFedts have been per*- 
ceptible during the remaining part of their 
Jives. 

And even admitting the eruption to be 
favourable, and not attended with any fuch 
alarm, yet (hoyld a larger number of puftules 

than 
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than ufual appear, or any untoward fymptom 
happen, and require medical help, the un- 
happy fufferer is much too young to be pre- 
vailed on to take unpalatable medicines, or 
fubmit to other ncceffary meafures, by per- 
fuafions, menaces, or bribes. I have often 
been prefent at affliding fcenes of this na- 
ture; and have reafon to think that many 
children have died of the fmall-pox in the 
natural way, merely from the impoflibility 
of prevailing upon them to comply with 
what was proper, in cafes where little or ,no 
danger was difcoverable, either from the 
number or fpecies of the puftules, the de- 
gree of fever, or any other apparent caufe. 

It muft likewife be taken into confide- 
ration, that young children have ufually a 
larger fhare of puftules from inoculation, 
than thofe who are advanced a little farther 
in life ; and that under this circumftance it 
is well known many have died; and the 
proportion of thefc, fo far as I can learn, 
is too great to encourage a continuance in 
the inoculation of young children ; fo that 
it feems moft prudent to wait till this dan- 
gerous period be over, efpeciaily as its du- 
C 2 ration 
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ration is fo fhort, that the danger of theit 
receiving the fmall-pox therein in the natu- 
ral way is very little and it is at this time 
much more eafy to preferve them from it, 
than when they are left more to themfelves, 
and may be more in the way of infection. 
But children above this period may be ino* 
culated more freely $ nor does there appear 
any reafon to exclude healthy adults of any 
age, perfons of feventy having pafled through 
this procefs with the utmoft eafe, and with* 
out occafioning the leaft painful apprehen- 
fion for the event. 

In refpedt to conftitution, greater li- 
berties may be taken than have heretofore 
been judged admiflible: perfons afflidted 
with various chronic complaints, of fcro- 
phulous, fcorbutic, and arthritic habits; 
perfons of unwieldy corpulency, and of 
intemperate and irregular lives, have all 
paffed through this difeafe, with as much 
eafe and fafety as the moft temperate, 
healthy, arid regular. But thofe who la- 
bour under any acute or critical difeafes,. or 
their effedts, ajre obvioufly unfit and im~ 
proper fubjedts. So ' likewife are thofe 

where 
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where there are evident marks of corrofivo 
acrimonious humours, or where there is a 
manifeft debility of the whole frame from 
inanition or any other caufe $ all thefc 
fhouid be treated in a proper manner pre- 
vious to the introduction of this difeafe. 
Conftitutions difpofed to frequent returns 
of intermittents, feem like wife juftly ex- 
ceptionable; efpecially as the preparatory 
regimen may in fome habits inereafe this 
tendency. I have known, however, inftances 
of fevere ague fits attacking perfons be- 
tween the infertion of the matter and the 
eruption of the pock, and even during ma- 
turation; when the Peruvian bark has been, 
given liberally and with fuCcefs ; the prin- 
cipal bufinefs, in the mean time, fufFering 
no injury or interruption. 

Amoftg the circumftances generally coq- 
fidered as more or lefs propitious to inocu- 
lation, the feafon of the year has hitherto 
been deemed a matter of fome importance. 
Spring and autumn, for the moft part, have 
been recommended, as being the moft 
temperate feafons; the cold of winter, 

and 
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and the fummcr heats, having been judged 
unfavourable for this procefs. But expe- 
rience does not juftify thefe opinions ; for 
according to the beft oblervation I have 
been able to make, inoculated perfons have 
generally had more puftules in fpring than 
at any other time of the year ; and epidemic 
difeafes being commonly moft frequent in 
autumn, efpecially fluxes, intermittents, 
and ulcerated fore throats (all which are 
liable to mix more or lefs with the fmall- 
pox) the autumn, upon this account, doesF 
not feem to be the moft favourable feafon in 
general. 

My opinion is, that confidering the fur- 
prizing and indifputable benefits arifing at all 
times to patients in the fmall-pox, from the 
free admiflion of frefli cool air and evacua- 
tions (which will appear from fome cafes 
hereafter fubjoined) we may fafely inoculate 
in all feafons, provided care be taken to fcreen 
die patients as much as poflible from heat in 
fummer, and to prevent them from keeping 
themfelves too warm, and too much fhut up, 
as they are naturally difpofed to do, from the 

weather 
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weather in winter. And it is well known, 
that many have been inoculated in the 
depth of winter, and fome during the 
greateft heat in fummer, without fuffering 
any injury or inconvenience from either. 

When feafons, however, are marked with 
any peculiar epidemics, of fuch a kind es- 
pecially as may render a mild difeafe more 
untraceable, it may perhaps be moft pru- 
dent not to inoculate while fuch difeafes arc 
prevalent. 

An eminent phyfician of my acquaintance 
in London, at that time in confiderablc 
bufinefs, informed me, that in the year 
1756 the fmail-pox were very rife, in the 
fummer of that year efpecially. That in 
moft of them the throat was fo much af- 
fedted, that about the feventh day from the 
eruption, when they ought to have taken 
liquors in abundance, they could not fwal- 
low a drop. The ptyaiifm was in the mean 
time copious; and the kind being for the 
moft part confluent, they died on the tenth 
&r eleventh day 3 and thofe who funk under 

this 
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patients are to be careful that they do not 
eat fuch a quantity as to overload their 
itomacl}§, ( eyefl of this, kipdt of food* Tea, 
coffee, of chocolate are peroiitted for break- 
faft, to thofe who chopfe or are accuftojne4 
fpthqa.

The iirfl: dbfe is cotntttohly Ordered at 
th6 commencemefit of the courfe* the fe- 
condy three dr fbAr days after ; and the third, 
about the eighth or ninth day ; ind I choofe 
to inoculate die day after the lift dofe has 
been taken. On the days c>f purging, brotfts 
are allowed* an4 the patients are defirdd to 
abftain from unprepared vegetables* 

What has hitherto been faid ctoncerfiing 
the preparation^ mu&be confidered as proper* 
Only for the young or middle-aged, in a good 
Rate of healthy but a&ierig: thoft who are 
tlefirous of inoculation art often found ten- 
der, delicate., and weakly women, meh of 
bad ftamiha, valetuditiariabs by eonftftutidn^ 
by illnefe, or intemperance y alfo aged pfertbfiS 
and children ) and for theie a terjf different 
treatment is dire#ed| a milder eourfe of 
medicine, rather of the alterative than pur* 
D z gativc 
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gative kind, is here preferable j arid in 
many inftances, an indulgence in fome light 
animal food, with a glafs or two of wine 
in cafe of lownefs, is not only allowable, 
but neceffary to fupport a .proper degree of 
ftrength, efpecially in advanced age. 

. Children whofe bowels are often tender, 
and ought not to be ruffled by ftrong purges, 
:yec require a mild mercurial, and bear it 
well : befides emptying the bowels of cru- 
dities, it is a . good feeurity againft worms 
md their effedts, which are fometimes of 
themfelves perplexing enough, and produce 
very alarming and even fatal diforders. 

Indeed the forticular ftafe of health of 
every perfon /entering upon the preparatory 
- courfe, ihould be inquired into and confi- 
dered. Inattention to this has, I am fatif- 
.fied, done great mifchief, and particularly 
, the itidifefeet ufe of mercurials, whereby 
a falivation has often been raifed, to the 
fifque of impairing good conftitutions, and 
the ruin of fuch as were previoufly weak 
and infirm. The diftmftions and treat- 
ment 
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metit neceffary, will be obvious to thofe 
who are acquainted with the animal (Eco- 
nomy and medical pradKce. : 

The time of menftniation has generally 
been the guide in refpedt to the inoculation 
of women $ that the whole of the difeafe 
might be over within the menftriral period. 
This I commonly obferve, when I can 
choofe my time without any inconvenience, 
and inoculate foon after the evacuation 
ceafes ; though I have no reafon to decline 
performing the operation at any time j as I 
can produce many examples in which no 
inconvenience has arifen, nor any difference 
been obfervable, when this circumftancc has 
been difregarded. 

Women with child have likewife been 
inoculated and done well ; yet fome parti- 
cular emergency fliould be pleaded in ex- 
cufe for it in their fituation, as it may 
be attended with fome hazard. I have 
m not inoculated any woman whom I knew 
to be pregnant $ but fome who conceal- 
ed their pregnancy have been inoculated 

by 
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by ilie, toko, ! fancy, hoped for ati «ve&€ 
that did not happen* I tocaft inifcatfiages ; 
one of thefe had a child bom nine weeks 
after inoculation, at the full time* with 
cUftinft marks of the difeafe, though th« 
toother had very few #uption$#

THE manqcr of communicating thfe 
diftemper by inoculation in this 
pountry, has of late been the following: A 
thread is (frawn through a ripe puftule, an<J 
well moiftened with the matter: a piece 
of this thread is infinuatedunto a fuperficial 
iucifion made in one or both arms, near 
the part where iflues are ufually fixed j this 
thread is covered with a plaifter, and there 
left for a day or two. This is the moft 
ufual way, though others have been: pradtifed 
fey feyeral in the proftfiion; 

At prcfbot; very different methods are 
profiled j two of which, that vary in fome " 
refpedts, I have frequently pra&fed, and 
{Rait defcribe ; but the following has been 
fe invariably fuccefsful, as to induce me to 
give it the^ preference; 

The patient to be infedetf being in die 
fame houfe, and; if no objc&ion is made to 

it, 
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it, in the fame room, with one who has 
the difeafe, a little of the variolous mat- 
ter is taken from the place of infertion, if 
the fubjeft is under inoculation; or a 
puftule, if in the natural way, on the point 
of a lancet, fo that both fides of the point 
are pioiftened, 

J I 4 . 

With this lancet an inciljon is ipade jiv 
that part of the arm where iffues are ufually 
placed, deep enough to pais through the 
fcarf flcin, and juft to touch the fkin itfelf, 
and in length as fhort as poflible, not more 
ihan one eighth of an inch* 

The little wound being then ftretched 
open between the finger and thumb of thg 
operator, the incifion is moiftened with 
the matter, by gently touching it with the 
flat fide of the infected lancet. This ope?* 
ration is generally performed in both arms, 
and fometimes in two places in one $rm, 
a little diftant from each other. For as 
I have not obferved any inconvenience 
from two or three incifions, I feldom trufl: 
to one ; that neither I nor my patient may 
be under any doubt about the fucqefs <?f 

the 
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the operation from its being performed in 
one place only* 

I haVe alfo tried the following method, 
with the fame fuaiefs as that above de* 
fcribed, but do not fo well approve of it, 
becaufe I have been credibly informed that 
k has fometimes failed in the pradke of 
other* A lancet being moiftened with 
the various fluid in the fame manner aa 
in the other, is gently introduced, in an 
oblique manner, between the fbarf and true 
fkin f and the finger of the operator is ap-* 
plied on the point, in order to wipe off the' 
mfe&km from the lancet, when it is with* 
drawn. In this method, as well as in the 
former, a little blood will fometimes appear ; 
but I neither draw blood with defign, nor do 
I think it neceffary to wipe it off before the 
matter is introduced. 

In both thefe ways of inoculating, neither 
plaifter, bandage, of covering is applied, of 
in any refpeft neceflary. 

- E Thefe 
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« Thefc methods of producing the difcafc 
never once have failed me ; and experience 
has fufficiently proved, that there is no dan- 
ger from additional infection by the natural 
difeafe at the fame time. I therefore make 
no fcruple of having the perfon to be ino- 
culated, and the patient from whom the in- 
fection is to be taken, in the fame room ; 
nor have ever perceived any ill confequences 
attending it. But I advife the inoculated 
patients (though perhaps there is noneceflity 
for that precaution) to be afterwards fepa- 
rated from places of infection till certain 
figns of fuccefs appear, when all reftraint 
is removed, there being no danger from ac- 
cumulation. 

It feems to be of no confequence whether 
the infedting matter be taken from the natu- 
ral or inoculated fmall-pox : I have ufed 
both, and never have been able to difcover 
the leaft difference, either in point of cer- 
tainty of infection, the progrefs, or the event : 
and therefore I take theinfedtion from either, 
as opportunity offers, or at the option of my 
patients or their friends. 

Nor 
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* Mor is . it of -confequence whether thfe 
matter be taken before, or at the crifis .of* 
the diftemper. It is, I believe, generally 
fuppofed* that the finall-pox is not infec- 
tious, till after the matter has acquired a ceri- 
tain degree of maturity ; and, in the common 
method of inoculation, this is much attended 
to ; and when the operation has failed, it has 
commonly been afcribed to the unripenefs 
of the matter. 

But it appears very clearly from the 
prefent pradtice of inoculation, that fo foon 
as any moifture can be taken from the in- 
fe&ed part of an inoculated patient, » pre- 
vious to the appearance of any puftules, 
and even previous 1 to the eruptive fever* 
this moifture is capable of communicating 
the fmall-pox with the utmoft certainty. I 
have taken a little clear fluid from the ele- 
vated pellicle on the incifed part, even fo 
early as the fourth day after the operation ; 
and. have at other times ufed matter fully 
digefted at the .crifie, with equal fuccefs. 
I chufe, however, in general, to take mat- 
ter for infe&ion during the fever of erup- 
E z tion, 
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don, as I fuppofc it at that time to have its 
utmoft a&ivity. 

In all cafes, when I take matter from an 
Inoculated perfon, it is from the place where 
it was inferted ; k% I am always fure to find 
infection there if the difeafe fiicceeds, and 
always of fufficient energy. 

It may appear ftrange that no bandage, 
drefling, or application whatfoever, is made 
»fe of to the part infe&ed 3 but that the 
moft Ample ineifion being made, and moi* 
ftened with the fmalleft particle of the re* 
cent fluid matter, the whole is committed to 
nature. This method is however perfe&ly 
right, becaufe the application of either 
plaifter or unguent, as is the ufual praftice, 
will occafion an inflammation on ibmefkins, 
and in all tend to difguife the natural ap- 
pearance of the ioeifion, and prevent our 
forming a proper judgment of the progref$ of 
the infection; which will afterwards appear 
to be a matter of much importance. 

if 
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If neither an inoculated patient is at hand, 
nor any one in the neighbourhood has * dif- 
tindfc kind of the natural difeafe, a thread 
may be ufed as in the common manner, pro- 
vided the thread be very recently infedted; 
but I think it ought to be ufed as foon as 
poffibie after being charged with iafs&ing 
matter. 

The following method of introducing the 
difeafe ha6 likewife been found effe&ual j but 
I have never praftifed it myfelf. Pip the 
point of a lancet in variolous matter; let it 
be held in the air till it is dry$ after which 
it may be clofed and kept in the common 
cafe without any further care ; and with 
this prepared lancet raife the fcarf fkin ob~ 
liquely, and keep the lancet a little time in 
motion between the two fkins, that part of 
the matter may be mixed with the animal 
juices then withdraw the lancet, and leave 
the incifion uncovered as before. 
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Of the Progress of Infection, 

HITHERTO very little regard feems 
to have been paid to the progrefs of 
infe&ion difcovferable by the part where the 
operation was performed. But it will appear 
in the fequel, that an attention to this cir- 
cumftance is very neceflary, becaufe a juft 
prognoftic may thence be fornetimes formed 
of the future ftate of the diftemper, and in- 
dications may be taken from the different 
appearances on the arm, that will enable us 
to prevent inconveniencies. 

The former method of covering the place 
of incifion with a plaifter, and continuing 
upon it dreflings of one fort or another, pre- 
vented* much ufeful information of this kind. 
They prevented any judgment by the touchy 
and- fornetimes rendered that by the eye 
equivocal. 

The day after the operation is performed, 
though it takes effedt, little alteration is dis- 
coverable, On the fecond day, if the part is 

viewed 
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viewed with a lens, there generally appears 
a kind of orange-coloured ftain about the 
incifion, and the furrounding fkin feems to 
cohtradt. At this time I ufually give the 
following medicine at going to bed, either 
mixed with a little of any kind of jelly, or 
more frequently made into a pill. 

Calomel and compound powder of crabs 
claws, of each 3 grains, emetic tartar 
-xV of a grain. 

A quantity of this medicine fliould be care- 
fully prepared at once, in order to make the 
divifion more exa£L 

On the fourth or fifth day, upon apply- 
ing the finger, a hardnefs is to be felt by the 
touch. The patient perceives an ifching on 
the part, which appears flightly inflamed $ and 
under a kind of vefication is feen a littffe clear 
fluid ; the part refembling a fuperficial'burn. 
About the fixth, raoft commonly, fotnepain 
and ftiflfnefs is felt in the axilla $ and this is a 
very pleafing fymptom, as it not only fore- 
tells the near approach of the, eruptive fymp- 
toms, but is a fign of a favourable pro- 

-„ . . . . ...grefs 
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grefs of the difeafe* Sometimes on die fe«* 
venth, oftener on the eighth day, fymptom* 
of the eruptive fever appear \ fulh as flight 
v remitting pains in the head and back, fuc- 
ceeded by tranftent (hiverings and alternate 
heats, which in a greater or left degree con- 
tinue till the eruption is perfefted* At thb 
time alio it is ufual for the patient to com- 
plain of a very difagreeable tafte in his mouth, 
the breath is always fetid, and the fmell dif- 
ferent from what I have ever obferved in any 
cafe, except in the variolous eruptive fever. 

The inflammation in the arms at this 
time fpreads faft; and upon viewing it with 
a good glafs, the incilion, for the mod part, 
appears furrounded with an infinite num- 
ber of fmall confluent puflules, which in* 
creafe in fizc and extent as the difeafe ad- 
vances* ,On the tenth or eleventh day, a 
circular or oval efflorefcence is ufually <ffl+ 
covered, Unrounding die incilion, and ex* 
tending fometimes near half round the arm* 
but more frequently to about the fize of a 
fhilling* and being under the cuticle, i* 
fmooth to the touch, and not painful. This 
appearance is alio a very pleafing one ; it ac- 

3 . companies 
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companies crtrption ; every ' difagreeabkr 
fymptom ceafes ; and at the fame time if;; 
certainly indicates the whole affair to be 
over* the pain and ftiffhefs in the axilla alfo 
going off, > 

The feverifh fymptoms are for the moft 
part fo mild, as feldom to require any mie^ 
dicinal afliftance, except a repetition of the 1 
fame medicine that was dire&ed on the fej 
cond night after the operation; and on the 
following morning this laxative draught, tti 
procure three or four ftools ; 

Infufion of fena two ounces, manna half 
an ounce, tincture of jalap two drams.; 

Thefe are given as foon as the eruptive 
fymptoms are perceivable, if they feem to 
indicate iny uncommon' degree of vehe- 
mence. : 

It has been obferved, that by ^attending to 
the progrefs of infection, we may be abte 
,to prognofticate, with forne degree fcfeer- 
-tainty, the event of the diftemper in gen6- 
-ral. Particular incidents will ever happefi, 

F but 
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but not fufficient to deftroy the propriety of 
general rules. 



If the appearances already defcribed arc 
obferved early, a very favourable event is 
implied : but it happens in fome cafes, al- 
though it may be perceived that the ino- 
culation has fucceeded, yet it is barely per-r 
ceptible; the colour about the wound re- 
maining pale, inftead of changing to red or 
inflamed; the edges of the incifion fpread 
but little, they remain flat, fcarcely rifing 
at all, and are attended neither with itch*- 
ing or uneafinefs of any kind. Nay, fome- 
times on the fifth, and even the fixth day, 
the alteration is fo little, as to make it 
doubtful whether the infedtion has taken 
place. 

When matters are in this ftate, the appear- 
ance is unfavourable, and implies a late and 
more untoward difeafe : to prevent which, 
I diredt the powder or pill to be taken each 
night ; and in cafe it fails to operate by ftool, 
or there is the leaft difpofition to coftivenefs, 
an ounce of Glauber s falts, or more com- 
pionly the laxative draught already men- 
tioned, 
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tioned, is given in the 'morning, once or 
twice, as the cafe may require, Thiscourfe 
forwards the inflammation, which I always 
wi£h to fee; as I have conftantly obferved, 
that an early progrefs on the arm, and an 
early commencement of the eruptive com- 
plaints, portend that the diftemper will be 
mild and favourable ; and on the contrary, 
where both are late, the fymptoms are ufually 
more irregular and untoward. 

Being now arrived at the moft interefling 
period of this diftemper, the eruption, a 
period in which the prefent pradtice I am 
about to recommend differs eflentially from 
the method heretofore in ufe, and on the 
right management of which much depends, 
it will be requifite to give clear and ex- 
plicit dire&ions on this head, and to ad- 
vife their being purfued with firmnefs and 
moderation* 

Inftead of confining the patient to his 
bed, or his room, when the fymptoms of 
the eruptive fever come on, he is directed, 
as foon as the purging medicine has operated, 
to keep abroad in the open air, be it ever fo 
, F 2 cold,, 
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cold, as much as he can bear, and to drink 
cold water, if. thirftyj always taking care 
pot to ftand ftill, but to walk about mode* 
jr&tely while abroad. 

This treatment indeed feems as hard at 
firft to the patients, as it muft appear lin- 
gular to the reader ; but the effe&s are fo 
falutary, and fo conftantly confirmed by ex- 
perience, and an eafy progrefs through 
every ftage of the difeafe depends fo much 
upon it, that I admit of no exception, 
♦unlefs the weather be extremely fevere, 
and the conftitution very delicate. And 
it is indifputably true, that in the few 
inftances where the fymptoms of eruption 
,have run very high, the patients dread- 
ing any motion, and fearing the cold 
as the greateft evil, yet, when under 
thefe circumftanees, I have perfuaded them 
to rife out of bed, and go out of doors, 
though led fometimes by two affiftants, 
and have allowed them to drink as much 
cold water as they chofe, they have not fuf- 
fered the lead finifter accident. On the 
contrary, after they have been prevailed on, 
although relu&antly, to comply with thefe 

directions, 
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<Jire&ions, they find their fpirits revived ; an 
inclination for nourishment returns; they 
reft well ; a gentle fweat fucceeds, accom- 
panied with a favourable eruption ; and the 
fever feems wholly to be extinguiftied, 

* In general, the complaints in this ftate are 
very moderate, and attended with fo little 
illnefs, that the patient eats and lleeps well 
the whole time : a few puftules appear, fome- 
limes equally difperfed; fometimes the in- 
flammations on the arms fpread, and are 
furrounded with a few puftules, which gra- 
dually advance to .maturity ; during whidi 
time, for the moftpart, the eruption proceeds 
kindly, and there is much more difficulty 
to reftrain the patients within due bounds, 
and prevent their mixing with the public, 
and fpreading the infedtion (which I always 
tndeavour to prevent) than there was at firft 
to prevail upon them to go abroad. During 
this time medicine is feldom wanted; the 
xool air fecms the beft cordial ; and if any 
uncommon languor happens, a bafon of 
fmall broth, or a glafs of wine, is allowed in 
the day, or fome white-wine whey at bed 
.7 time; 
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time; which are indeed at any time allowed 
to tender, aged, or weakly perfons. 

With thefe exceptions, they have hitherto 
been kfeptvery fcrupuloufly to the diet at firft 
directed. But after the eruption is com- 
pleted, if occafion requires, they are in- 
dulged in a little well-boiled meat of the 
lighteft kind, as chicken, veal, or mutton. 

The r<egimen above-mentioned, the cool- 
ing alterative purges, and the free ufe of cool 
air at the feafon of eruption, almoft univer- 
fally prevent either alarming fymptoms, or a 
large crop of puftules. A few I have feen 
with fuch a quantity of puftules, though dif* 
tin£t, that I have neither advifed nor allowed 
them to go out of the houfe. But the gene- 
rality of my patients, when the eruptions are 
few, amufe themfelves abroad within proper 
limits, with the puftules out upon them. 

I neither enjoin this, nor maintain that 
it is neceflary ; but have not been able to 
obferve that any inconvenience has arifen 
from it. And how ftrange foever it may 
appear, it is true, that thole who are moft 

adventurous, 
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adventurous, feem to be in better fpirits, and 
more free from complaints* than others who 
are inclined to keep-within-doors. And in- 
deed, fuch of my patients as have received 
the benefit of this treatment themfelves, fel- 
dom permit thofe who are in the hardeft 
part of the diftemper, the eruptive; to keep 
much in the houfe ; but encourage them 
to bear a little hardfhip, by recounting to 
them the benefit they have -reaped from 
the method they are recommending, 

- Thofe who have the difeafe in the flighteft 
manner firft defcribed, viz. without any ap- 
pearance of eruption but on the inoculated 
part, are foon allowed to go about their ufual 
affairs; and many inftances have happened 
of very induftrious poor men, who have in- 
ftantly returned to their daily labour, with z 
caution not to intermix with thofe who have 
not had the diftemper, for fear of fpreading it, 
and with dire&ions to take two or three times 
of the purge already directed, or as many 
dofes of Glauber's felts. Thofe who have it 
in a greater degree, are confined fomewhat 
longer; and a very mild laxative is now- 
gnd-then exhibited, if there is the leaft diC 

pofitioa 
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pofition to coftivenefsj as the progrcfs to 
maturation appears rather to be advanced 
than retarded by the operation. 

. When the maturation is completed, and 
it is evident we have nothing further to fear, 
from the diftemper, I allow my patients 
gradually to change their courfe of diet, 
from the perfed:Iy cooling kind, to one a 
Httle more generous ; recommending ftjri&ly 
to all a return to their ordinary animal diet 
with much caution and reftraint upon their 
appetites, both in refped: to food and fer- 
mented liquors. 

It is not often that we are under a nc- 
ceffity of making any application to the part 
where the operation was performed : it moft 
copimonly heals up, and is covered with a 
fcab, about the* time when, in a natural way, 
( all the pocks would have been dried up : but 
there are fome cafes wherein the incifioos 
continue to dilcharge a purulent natter 
longer ; in thefe inftances it is fuffiqieat to 
.cover the place with the white cerate, or 
-any other mild emplaftic fubftance, whicji 
may at once prevent the linen from adher- 
;:. ing 
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Ing to the fore, and defend it from the air. 
And as in thefe cafes the part remains un- 
healed from fome peculiar caufe in the habit, 
it will be neceffary to give gentle purgatives, 
and proper alteratives, as particular exi- 
gencies may require.

ANOMALOUS SYMPTOMS 

AND 

APPEARANCES. 

IN the preceding pages I have defcribed 
the ufual progrefs of the fmall-pox 
from the inoculation. There are, however, 
deviations from this courfe, and indeed 
not a few ; lbme of the mod material of 
which, as they may embarrafs the inexpe- 
rienced, and create a real difficulty, as well 
as apprehenfions of danger, it feems necef- 
fary to defcribe, and the means that ex- 
perience has fuggefted to remove thefe 
lymptoms, or the doubts refpedting the 
event. 

The firlH /hall take notice of, and which, 
though it very rarely happens, fometimes 
gives much trouble, is great ficknefs, ac- 
companied with vomiting, coming on during 
the eruptive ftate of the diftemper. For this 
complaint it is always neceflary in the firft 
3 place 
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place to clear the ftomach;; which may be 
effe&ed, either by ordering the patient to 
drink plentifully of warm liquids to pro- 
m6te vomiting ; or, perhaps more properly, 
by giving one grain of emetic tartar to an 
adult, mixed with ten grains of compound 
powder of crabs claws ; taking care to lef- 
fen the dofe for very young and weak 
fubjedts. 

This ufually throws off fome bilious 
matter by vomit, fometimes procures ftools, 
or occafions a moderate fweat, and gene- 
rally adminifters relief. If, however, no 
ftools fhould follow from this medicine, 
and the ficknefs fhould remain, a gentle 
laxative aimoft certainly procures a refpite, 
and the appearance of the eruption removes 
the complaint intirely. 

Another deviation, of ftill more con- 
sequence, which fometimes happens to- 
wards the time of the eruption, and is 
often, though not always, accompanied 
with great ficknefs^ is an eryfipelatous effio- 
refcence. This, if it (hews itfelf on th? 

Gz fkin 
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<kin partially, and here and there in patehes, 
is not very alarming, and foon wears off, 

But fometimes the whole furface of the 
ikin is covered with £ rafli intimately 
mixed with the variolous eruption, and fo 
much refembling the moft malignant kind of 
COnflue.nt fmajl-pox, ?ls fearcely to be dik 
tinguifhed from it : and indeed fome cafes of 
this fort have happened, where, being ac- 
companied with petechia and livid fpots, I 
have been much alarmed : not being able, by 
infpedion only, though afllfted by glaffes, to 
determine whether what I faw was an inok 
fenfive ra(h, or tokens of the greateft ma- 
lignity. Very ftridt attention, however, has 
enabled me to diftinguifli the difference 
clearly 5 and the following obfervations will, 
J hope, tend to relieve others from the 
anxiety they would feel upon fuch an ap* 
' pearance. 

The real and effential difference then 
is to be gathered from the concomitant 
fyrpptoms. In the eryfipelatous or varies 
Jpps F*fh ; there \s not fo much fever, 

R9F 
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nor is the reftleflhefs, or pain of the head 
or loins, fo confiderablc; neither is there 
that general proftration of ftrength, which 
are almoft never-failing attendants on a 
confluent fmall-pox, efpecially when ac- 
companied with fuch putrid appearances* 
Befides, upon a careful examination, there 
may fometimes be difcerned a few diftindt 
puftules, larger than the reft, mixed with 
the rafli, which are indeed the real fmall- 
pox. In thefe cafes the patients are or- 
dered to refrain from cold water, or any 
thing cold, and to keep within doors, but 
not to go to bed. If any ficknefs yet re- 
mains, a little white-wine whey, or other 
moderate cordial, is advifed: and this me- 
thod has hitherto been fo fuccefsful, as to 
prevent any alarming complaint. After 
two or three days, the fkin from a florid 
changes to a dufky colour, a few diftindt 
puftules remain, and advance properly to 
maturation, without any further trouble 
pnfuing from this formidable appearance *.

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: , This rafh has begn pften miftak^ftjfor the 
confluence it fo nearly f efembles, and has 
cjfFofded occafion for fbffce pra<Sitioners, 
either ignorantly or difingenuqiifly, to pre- 
tend^ that after a v$ry copious eruption of 
the cpnfluept pox> they can by a fpeqific 
caecJicine difcharge* the major part of the 
puftujtqs, leaving only as njany diftin£t one? 
ps m$y fatisfy the patient that he, has the 
difeafe.; Such pretenfions have certainly been 
made s and the patient, who has been/ de- 
ceived in this manner* has contributed to 
Spread reports untrue is to the fadt, apd pro- 
bably prejudicial to the health of others, who 
in like circumftances have been lent abroad, 
.and <>ther cool means purfued, by which 
the rafti has been repelled, and the bad ef- 
fects experienced afterwards. 

I ipuft alfo obferve here, that rarties of 
the kind I have defcribed frequently hap- 
pen during the preparation (whether owing 
to the regimen, or medicine, or both, I can- 
not fay) and caufe the operation to be poft- 
poned : but I have obferved, that in fuch 

cafes 
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cafes 'they ^are apt to return at the time of 
-the eruption of the fmall-pox. 
» , ' ' . . . 

In general, as had been already faid, the 
fymptamS r which precede eruption cont- 
inence at the end of t&e feventh or in the 
eighth day inclufive from the operation $ 
but it often happens that they appear niuch 
fooner, and fometimes much later, than the 
time above-mentioned. For inftance, I 
have feeri fome cafes wherein the difeafe 
has happened fb fuddenly after infe&ion, and 
with fo little complaint or uneafinefs, that the 
whole affair has been terminated, purges 
taken, and the patient returned home per- 
fectly well in a week's time ; before others), 
inoculated at the fame time, from the fame 
patient, and under the fame circumftances, 
haye begun to complain. 

- Jn. this c^fe. the inoculated part fliews 
e$riyl certain tnarks of infection, fometimes 
on the very next day, or the day after, when 
the incifioa will often appear confiderably 
inflamed and elevated. The patient about 
this time frequently makes" fome of the fol- 
lowing 
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lowing complaints, viz. chillinefs, itchingsy 
and finall pricking pains in the parr, and 
fometimes on the Khoulder, giddinefs, drow- 
linefs, and a flight head-ach, fomerhnes 
attended with a feverifh heat, but ofteft 
without any : the account they themfelves 
give of their feelings, is, in fome, as if they 
had drank too much, and in others, as if 
they had caught a cold. Thefe complaints 
feldom laft twenty-four hours, often not fb 
long, and with frequent remiflions, and 
never, that I remember, rife to a degree that 
requires confinement. The inflammation on 
the arm at the time of the complaints ad* 
vances apace, and feels hard to the touch } 
but upon their wearing off, the inflamed 
appearances gradually leflen, and the part 
dries to a common fmall fcab 5 the fltin, 
that was before red, turns livid, and the 
party is quite well, and nothing more 
heard of the diftemper*. In fome in- 
ftances thefe fymptoms attack much later; 
even on the feventh or eighth day, when an 
eruption might be expedted in confequence

Of 
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of thertij yet none appears} but thfc arm 
gets well very foon, and the difeafe is at an 
end. 

In this irregular fort of the diforder 
there have, however, been fome examples 
where a few eruptions have appeared, and 
probably in confequence of the inocula- 
tion ; yet the puftules have not looked like 
the true pocks, nor maturated like them, 
nor lafted longer than three days; about 
which time they, for the moil part, have 
dried away. 

As I find it difficult to defcribe the 
variety and irregularity of fymptoms that 
occur in this (hort way of having the dis- 
temper, I will give fome cafes, by way of 
illuftrating the matter more to the readers 
fatisfa&ion. 

When fubjects of this foft firft occurred 
in my pra&ice, I was in doubt whether 
they were quite fecure from any future 
attacks of the diftemper; and in order 
to fry whether they were fo or not, I 
H inoculated 
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inoculated them a fecond time, and caufed 
them to aflbciate with perlbns in every ftage 
of the difeafe, and to try all other means 
of catching the infection ; and this method 
has been pradtifed with the generality of 
fuch patients ever fince, yet without a fingle 
inftance of its producing any diforder; fo 
that I now make no fcruple of pronouncing 
them perfedtly fafe: and experience has 
jeaabled me, for the moft part, to foretell, 
in two pr three days after the operation, 
-when the difeafe will pafs in this flight 
manner. 

Upon the fecond inoculation, however, 
the incifed parts are commonly inflamed for 
a day or two, juft in the fame manner as I 
have, in numerous inftances, found them 
to, be, as well in thofe who, though cer- 
tain of having had the fmall-pox in the na- 
tural way, have fubmitted to be inoculated 
merely forjhe experiment fake, that the 
jrefult might be oblerved, as in others, who, 
being doubtful whether they have had it 
or not, have been inoculated, in order to 
be fatisfied. But in all -fuch cafes the parts 

foon 
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ioon became well 5 nor did any of thpfe 
appearances which have been defcribed as 
the conftant attendants on inoculation, as 
pain ifc the head, giddinefs, marks of irt- 
fedtion in the arm, &c: enfue ^ nor can they 
ever be produced upon a perfon who has, 
had the fmall-pox before, either in the r na r 
tutal way or by inoculation * and therefore 
it cannot with reafon be fuggefted*. that; the 
patients, whom I fuppofe to get through the 
difeafe in the very flight mannef above der 
fcribed, may poflibly have had .the fmalb- 
pox unobferved in fome former part of their 
lives. * 

Another irregularity deferving notipe here* 
\s, that fometimes^ upon the abatement of 
the fever and other fymptoms^ after th? 
appearance of feveral puftuies, and when 
the eruptive ftage of the difeafe feems com-? 
pleted, it neverthelcfs happen® that freffi 
eruptions come out, and continue doing fo 
daily, for 4, 5, or even 6 days fucceflivelyj 
preceded fbmetimes by a flight pain in; the 
head, though more frequently they appeat 
without any new difturbance. Thefe are 
generally few in number, fhort-liv'd, and 
H 2 feldom 
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feldom come to maturity. But I have feen 
four cafes, in each of which, after a ce£- 
fation of complaints, and an appearance of 
few puftules, the eruptive ftage of the dif- 
eafe was thought to be over, yet in two or 
three days a frefli fit of fever has attacked 
the patients, and after a fhort illnefs a quan- 
tity of hew puftules has broke out, far ex- 
ceeding the firft number, and thefe remain^ 
^d, and maturated completely. Inftances 
•of this kind may be fpund among the cafeg 
annexed < ■ ■ ' 



Some of my own patients, and, as I am 
credibly informed, of other inoculators in 
this way, ' have had confiderable eruptions 
of this kind after they returned homej 
which have probably given occafion for the 
reports of : feveral having* had the difeafe 
again in the natural way after inoculation. 
But that thefe reports are ill-grounded, 
will appear from this qbfervation, to wit, 
that in all the cafes of this fort which l^ave 
occurred in my own practice, or, as far as 
I can learn, in that of others, the fecond 
Or latter crop of puftules has always hap*

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pened within the time ufually allowed for 
the progrefs of the fmari-pox from inocula- 
tk>n, and before the inflammation oh -the 
arm has ceafed, and fooner than they could 
be fuppofed to be produced by infedtion 
taken in the natural Way'; and whenever it 
has happened, it has been to perfdns in 
whom, after a flight eruption, and abate- 
ment of fymptoms^ the difeafe has prema^ 
turely befen judged to be quite over, and they 
have therefore been permitted to return to 
their families^ ' — \

It will cjoubtlefs be afked, how^cafefc of 
this kind fliould evef happen amohg thofe 
who return home as cured ? To which I 
anfwer, That it is no unufual thing for in- 
duftrious men, after a flight eruption, and 
ceflfation of all complaints, to afk leave to 
return home to their occupations and fa- 
milies i and where it has been thought that 
no danger would accrue to others, their 
requeft has been often granted; for the 
phyfician no more than the patient can 
forefee when thefe accidents fliall follow; 
but it njay be obferved here, that in all 
thefe cafes of my own knowledge, very re- 
pellent 
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pelltfnfe methods have been ufed in the be- 
ginning; and a more generous diet, or 
greater exercife afterwards, has feemed to 
contribute to this fecondary erruption. 

Before I Conclude this chapter, it may be 
proper to obferve, that inoculated patients, 
in fomei ftage or other of the difeafe, may 
poffihly be attacked With difeafes altogether 
independant of the. fma}l-pox; fuch, for 
inftance,. as may iarife from worms, or be 
the epidemick of the feafon, or fuch as the 
patient may by conftitution be fubje£t to ; 
and feme cafes df this fort will be found 
among thofe annexed #

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Consequences of this Method of 
Inoculation. 

I Shall now confider the confequences that 
follow this very cool and repelling me- 
thod, and how far the patient's future ftate 
of health may be affe&ed by a pra&ice fo 
new, and oppofite to all eftabliflied theory. 

I need not fey how much it has been 
thought right, in moft or all eruptive 
complaints, efpecially in the fmall-pox, to 
forward, by every gentle means, the efiprfs 
of nature in producing an eruption: and on 
the contrary, how dangerous to check it, 
either by cold air, cold drink, or any confi- 
derable evacuations 5 or that the ufe of 
warm diluents therefore, and the lying in 
bed, efpecially if the fever and fymptoms 
run high, or at leaft confining to the houfe, 
have been generally approved and recom- 
mended for the purpofe. But when a prac- 
tice fo foreign to this, and almoft totally 
different, is inculcated, it is no wonder if 
men6 minds are alarmed, apd thofe evils 

expedted 
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expedted that were fuppofed to be the un- 
avoidable confequences of it. 

Experience, however, and inftances of fo 
many thoufands fucceeding by this method, 
without any confiderable bad effedts fr6m it, 
either immediate or remote, are irrefiftible 
arguments for its fupport and juftification, 
and the beft proof of its utility and fafety. 
I have faid, without any confiderable bad 
effedts ; for in reality I have feen none that 
delerve that name, if compared with what 
fometimes follow the natural fmall-pox, or 
frequently happen after the old method of 
inoculation. 

Every one who has had any fhare in this 
pradice according to the common or old 
methods, will allow, that after palling 
through the difeafe in a very favourable 
manner, their patients (children efpecially) 
were frequently liable to abfeeffes in the 
axilla and other parts, tedious ophthalmies, 
and troublefome ulcerations in the place 
of infertion ; which though they could not 
be forefeen or prevented, yet frequently 
gave more pain and vexation to the pa- 

5 tients, 
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tientS, and trouble to the operator, than 
the difeafe itfelf had done: Whereas on 
inquiry into the fate of thofe who have 
been treated in the cool way, or this new 
method, I can fay, that in more than 1 500 
there has been only one who has had fo 
much as a boil in the axilla ; and that wa$ 
in a child who had an iffue in the fame 
arm, and which was at that time dried 
up; and I have only feen two very fmall 
fuperficial boils in others near the place of 
infertion j and thefe feemed rather to be 
occafioned by an irritation from the dis- 
charge, than from any other caufe, and 
Were all fbon healed with very little trouble. 

In a few inftances alfo there has been a 
flough in the incifed part, which has made 
a fore of fliort duration ; but not one in- 
ftance of an ulcer of any continuance, 
Such little breakings out too, and fcabs, 
as are frequently known to fucceed the 
mild natural fmall-pox, fometimes, though 
rarely, happen to chofe inoculated this way \ 
and as they are of the fame little confe- 
quence, are generally cured by the fame 
method of a few gentle purges. 

I With 
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With regard to ophthalmies from tfiiS 
kind of practice, I have never had an ex- 
ample of one truly deferving that name; 
the coats of the eye have been a little in- 
flamed in a very few, but they foon became 
clear, without any means ufed for that pur- 
pofe. And I know but two cafes where I 
thought the inflammation great enough to 
require bleeding, and not one where a blis- 
ter was neceflary. So that thefe com- 
plaints, heretofore fo frequent and grievous, 
feem by this new method to be much re- 
duced: a circumftance which, if it does 
not amount to a proof, admits at leaft of a 
fair conjecture, that the ftate of health is 
better here, than where thofe remains of 
putridity are fo evidently exifting in the 
habit. 

Difcoveries in phyfic, as in every other 
fcience, are in their infancy liable to cen- 
fure and oppofitionj and as the prefent 
fyftem of inoculation is of fo extraordinary 
a kind, it would not be ftrange if a greater 
portion of both than ufual fliould fall to its 
fliare. Accordingly, fince no charge of fa- 
tality during the difeafe, nor inftances of 

bad 
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bad effedts foon after the recovery, can be 
produced, reccurfe has been had to other 
meafures to calumniate and difcredit the 
pradtice. It would be tedious to enter into 
a detail of the many falfq and ridiculous re- 
ports that have been fpread againft it. In 
general, the conftitution is faid to be in- 
jured ; and the dreadful effefts are to appear 
at fome diftant period ; but at what time, 
or what kind of difeafe, nobody pretends 
to determined To thefe general accufa- 
tions it cannot be expedted I fliould give 
other than a general anfwer; which is, that 
from the ftridteft obfervation and inquiry I 
have been able to make, thofe who have 
been inoculated in this way, havei continu- 
ed to enjoy as good a ftate of health as 
their neighbours; nay, many of them have 
thought their conftitutions better after the 
procefs than before. 

But it feems as if thefe oppofers expedted 
that inoculation fliould not only free the in- 
oculated from the fmall-pox, and any early 
bad efFedts, but muft preferve them too from 
all other diforders through the reft of their 
lives. To fuch I can fay nothing; but if 
I z others, 
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others, who are more reafonable, require 
further fatisfadtion as to the confluences 
of this method, I muft defire them to make 
inquiry of, thofe who have been inoculate^ 
under my direction, 

Another charge againft this method of in-> 
oculation is, that fome have had the diftem- 
per afterwards in the natural way. What 
I have faid under the head of anomalous 
fmall-pox, will I believe fufficiently ac- 
count for the appearances which have oc- 
cafioned thefe falfe reports; and if that 
does not fatisfy, I can only add this pofitive 
declaration, that nothing of the kind has 
ever happened to any patient inoculated by 
me \ and I firmly believe, no one has ever 
Jiad, or can have, the diftemper a fecond time, 
either iq the natural way or from inoculation. 



The 
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The Effects of this Treatment 
applied to the natyral Small-Pox. 

THE very great relief which perfons 
under inoculation Experience , from 
frefti air, cold water, and evacuations by 
ftool, during the fever preceding eruption, 
foon determined me td make trial how far 
the like treatment might be ufeful to thofc 
who might be feized with the fmall-pox.ifi 
the natural way ; more efpecially in fuch cafes, 
where, from the violence of the fymptoms, 
a confluent kind was juftly to be appre^ 
bended, 

But opportunities of making experiments 
of this fort in a fatisfa&ofy manner are rare. 
Firft, becaufe a phyfician, or even medical 
?fliftance of any kind, is not often called in 
till the eruption (hews itfelf; when it is todt 
late to expedt all the good effedts that might 
be hoped for from an earlier trial of this me-* 
thod 5 and fecondly, becaufe the firft attack 
of the fmall-pox is fo much like the be- 
ginning of fome other fevers as not ealily to 
be diftinguiflied} though a diligent atten- 
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tion to the fymptoms, will generally, if we 
are called in time, enable us to form a 
pretty certain prognoftic. For if the at- 
tack of the cold fit be pretty fevere, and the 
fubfequent fever unufually high ; if a naufea 
and vomiting fucceed, together with great 
pains in the head, back, and Joins, efpe- 
cially the laft ; if a delirium, great reftleff- 
nefs, difagreeable tafte in the mouth, and a 
peculiar fpetid fmell in the breath, or eveo 
if feverai of thefe fymptoms are obferved, 
the fmall-pox may with, great reafon be ex- 
pected $ and if upon inquiry, which fhould 
jajways be made, it appears that the patient 
has been in the way of infection, there will 
be little reafon to doubt of it. 



It may be objected, that notwhhftanding 
the clofeft attention and inquiry, fymptoms 
of the like nature may precede fevers of 
other kinds $ to which I anfwer, that fome 
fuch cafes, though few, have happened ; and 
. the treatment I am about to recommend has 
been pra&ifed not only without prejudice to 
the patient, but manifeftly to his benefit. 

But waving for the prefent all confide- 
rations refpedling the treatment of fevers in 
7 general, 
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general, I fliall only relate whst has occurred 
to me in refped to the natural fmall-pox. 

In feveral inftances where I have been 
concerned, and where the fymptoms and 
other concurring circumflances induced me 
to think the fmall-pox was at hand, I hav£ 
diredted the like management as I recommend 
to inoculated patients *. 

I have been called alfo to others at the 
time of eruption, where fome puftul^l hav- 
ing already appeared, made the matter clear ; 
and in every cafe of this kind, I have en- 
deavoured to get the: lick perfon into the 
open air, have generally given the mercurial 
and antimoniai pill, and dire&ed a laxa- 
tive to be taken fome hours after it, in 
order to procure three or four ftools; and 
this method I have more particularly en- 
joined, and fometimes .repeated where the 
kind has appeared to be -bad, and where 
little or no relief has been found from the 
partial eruption ; the fymptoms continuing 
to be fuch as portended great danger. I 
have followed the fame method during every 

* Sec Cafes XXIII. XXIV. XXVIII. 
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part of the eruptive fever, intending thete- 
by to abate its violence, to check the erup- 
tion, and prevent the conflux, and confo* 
quently the danger *. 

The fuccefs attending this pradtice has 
hitherto exceeded my expectations j though 
it muft be confefled, that as the fymptoms 
run much higher in the natural, than 
they are found to do in the inoculated 
difeafe, the relief has not been fo confider- 
able*and I have found it extremely diffi- 
cult to perfuade fuch whofe complaints have 
been very fevere to quit their beds, and 
attempt to go abroad : indeed the exceeding 
feeble ftate they arefometimesin, fufficiently 
lhews that great refolution is requifite to put 
this in praftice* 

Among thofe who have been treated in 
this manner under my own care and in-* 
ipedion, not one has died, and the num- 
ber amounts to about 40. Some of the 
nioft remarkable cafes will be fubjoined,

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which will more fatisfadtorily explain the 
pradtice, and demonftrate its fu£cefs* 

the immediate fenfible effedts of going 
into the open air, are a very great abate* 
ment of heat upon the whole furface of the 
ikin which, though but juft before intenfdy 
hot, generally in a (hort time feels not much 
warmer than that of a perfon in health. 
The pulfe, from being very ftrong, full, and 
quick, becomes lefs hard and full, but con- 
tinues quick j and I have fometimes * ob- 
ferved it to intermit ; which, howevef 
alarming it may feem, is riot a dangerods 
fymptom. 

The pain in the head is always relieved, 
but that in the back and loins does not 
abate in proportion ; and although it cofts no 
little pain and trouble to perfift in moving 
abroad under fuch circumftances, attended 
for the moll part With great laffitude, yet 
the patients are fenfible of the benefits they 
receive : and entertaining a good opinion of 
the ufefulnefs of the pradtice, commonly 
K behave 
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behave with great refolution ; and what h 
very encouraging, in general think them- 
felves ftronger. 

Upon going within doors to reft them- 
felves, the pain in the head grows worfe, but 
is again relieved fo foon as they return into 
the air. 

The effe&s of the medicines are ufually 
thofe : ' 

If there has been* much ficknefs at fto- 
mach, a vomiting frequently happens fbon 
after the pill : this the patients fhould pro- 
mote by drinking plentifully of fome warm 
diluents and till the fatigue occafioned by 
it is over, they certainly ought not to go 
abroad. 

By this operation, and the ftools which 
fucceed, the feverifti and internal heat, 
thirft, ficknefs, and pains, are for the moft 
part confiderably abated. The patients com- x 
monly complain of being very low and 
faint after thefe evacuations j but the moft 

urgent 
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urgent fymptoms being alleviated thereby, a 
difpofition to receive nourifliment hourly in- 
creafes. They are then allowed to drink 
thin iputton or dhicken broth, milk pottage, 
or tea, as the moft grateful and refrefhing 
cordial fuftenance they can take. Sleep like- 
wif<p now moft commonly comes on fpon- 
taneoufly. But they are only permitted to 
enjoy this refrelhment by day upon the bed ; 
for I always diffuse them from- going into 
it till night. 

. From the foregoing account it appears, 
that the fever preceding eruptiqn, and the 
moft grievous fymptoms accompanying it,, 
are oft^n greatly mitigated by this prac- 
tice's and I will here add, that the eruption- 
is moft certainly retarded, that is, it does 
not appear fo foon after the attack of the 
difeafe, nor comp out fo precipitately when 
it has begun to appear, as it feemed likely 
to have done if the natural progrefs had not 
been interrupted an effedt, which, how- 
eyqj: dangerous it may have been thought, 
jnay be produced with the utmoft fafety, and 
fle^rly ihews the utility of the pradice, 
' K 2 For 
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Fpr it is evident from experience, that tho 
later the eruption fhews itfelf after the be- 
ginning of the difeafe, and the flower it 
comes out, the more mild and favourable 
is the fubfequent diforder. And I am of 
opinion, that the eruption i§ not only re- 
tarded and protra&ed by this method, but 
likewife that it is in fome degree reprefled \ 
having had ftrong reafons to apprehend in 
feveral inftances, that the number of puf- 
tules which appeared at firft, were by fuch 
repreflion actually diminifhed $ and thofe 
that remained feemed larger, and of a rjiilder 
Jtind. 

What has hitherto been faid on the fob* 
jeft, relates only to the difeafe in its erup- 
tive ftate, which is certainly a very intereft-* 
ing period; but that which follows is not 
lefs lb, though not always attended to foi 
much as it deferves $ for when the eruption 
is compleated, the fymptoms abate, the pa- 
tients feem relieved, and often to fuch a 
degree, that both they, and their attend- 
ants, flatter themfelves with hopes of a 
)iappy event, and think it unneceffary to 
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apply for any medical affiftance ; yet with 
all thefe hopeful appearances, the number 
and kind of the fmali-pox are frequently 
fuch, as would make a judicious praftitioner 
apprehenfive of much danger in the fubfe- 
quent ftages. 

And where the pradtitioners themfelves 
may fee reafon to doubt of the event, yet few 
or none of them have attempted, I believe, 
to do much towards preventing the danger ; 
for, unlefs fome prefling fymptoms call for 
immediate relief, it is the general pra&ice to 
wait till -maturation comes on, and brings 
with it fuch a train of dreadful complaints* 
as are more than enough to employ, and too 
often baffle, the beft abilities. 

In this negleded interval, from the erup- 
tion being compleated, to the acceffion of 
the fever of maturation, and its concomi- 
tants (an interval which, in point of duration, 
is very different in different conftitution$ 
and kinds of fmail-pox) ; I will venture in 
general to recommend the fame mercurial 
ajuimonial medicine as was prefcribed in 

the 
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the , eruptive fever, to be repeated at proper . 
intervals, till the maturation advances ; at 
whi^h time it muft certainly be dif<;ontinued : 
and, thefe circutnftances can be regulated 
only by thojfe who attend, according to the 
urgency of the fymptoms, and the ftrength 
of the patients: a cupful of the following 
apozer^ fliould, if neceffary, be no\y-aad- 
t^en tqkm $fter the mercurial medicine, 
often enough to pf ocure three or four ftook a 
day, efppcially if the patient is coftive. 

Take cream of tartar, two drachens; of 
manna, one o\ince 3 diffolve them in opt 
t quart of barley water, pr the peroral 

.... * 

How far it 'may be fafe or advi&ble for 
the patients to venture put into the open air 
gyring $1$ (Uge of the difeafe, I will not 
yet pretepd tq %} buf they will certainly 
be both refreftied and invigorated/ by being 
jcept out of bed as ipu^i as {Keycap hear, 
^itjiqut being pver-fatigfled 5 and by frefli 
^ir l^t in fomctinjes jhrppgh jip opep win- 
dow. 

As 
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As the violence of the eruptive fever, '-with 
its attendant complaints, muft h^cefTarily 
exhauft the ftrength and fpirits, both fhould 
in this interval be recruited, by as tiitrch 
proper nouriftimerit {fuch as has been mtfir 
tioned in the former part of this chapter) 
as can be taken down withdut offending 
theftomachj andalfo, if occstfioft requires, 
with medicines of a cordial arid anodyne 
quality; for this is the time to~r§e6ver as 
much ftrength as poffible, in Ofcter to be 
better able to encounter and bfcar the pain 
and fever, which will moft certainly 'hap- 
pen, as the ftate of maturation advances* 

Medicines, except what have been already 
mentioned, feem at this time uhneceflary ; 
and they would interfere with, arid prevent 
the tnle relifti for, food. # 

> 

But for the beft method of treating the 
fmall-pox in its moft dangerous ftage, ? I 
mean that of maturation, I muft refer to 
the fever ai learned arid eminent pradtitioii- 
ers wlio have profeffedly written upbn the 
fubjedt, whofe opinions and pra^ice I nei- 
ther pretend to correct or amend. I fliali 

however 

4 
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however take the liberty to recommend otld 
medicine to be ufed in that ftage of the dif- 
eafe, which I have found to abate heat, and 
allay thirft, in fuch a manner as to afford -a 
very pleafing refreihment* 

Take of the weak fpirit of Vitriol one parf, 
of the fweet fpirit of vitriol two parts; 
mix. Of this the quantity of half an 
ounce maybe added to a quart, or perhaps 
three pints of barley water, or the pero- 
ral drink, or any other diluent, and to be 
drank of at pleafure. 

I have at prefent nothing farther to re- 
commend; but what has been faid will 1 
prefume be fufficient, with the cafes an- 
nexed (in which the method will be more 
plain% defcribed) to juftify farther trials of 
the cooling, repelling, and evacuating prac- 
tice in the beginning, at leaft, of the natu- 
. fal fmall-pox, till the eruption is compleat- 
ed* efpecially where the phyfician has an 
opportunity of making the trial before the 
truption appears, and can be pretty " certain, 
?r has good reafon to conclude, that his 

patients 
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patient's diforder is variolous. And the more 
violent the fymptqms are in this ftage of 
the difeafe, the more we (hould be induced 
to employ the means which have been attend- 
ed with fo much fuccefs, in the fame ftage of 
the difeafe after inoculation. 

But it may be afked, if I was called to a 
patient in a bad confluent fmall-pox, and find- 
ing the eruption completed, whether in fuch 
a cafe I Should venture to give and continue 
the ufe of the alterative and purgative medi- 
cine, and advife the patient to go out, if he can 
bear it, into the open air in cold weather, or 
direft air to be let in through a window even 
while the mercurial purge may be operating? 

Before I give a direct anfwer to this ques- 
tion, let me firft aflc the moft experienced 
practitioner, whether he knows any method 
of cure which may in bad cafes be fafely re- 
lied on, to avert the impending danger, and 
fave his patients ? The too well known fatality 
of all kinds of fmall-pox, very clearly proves 
that he-does not, and that no fuch method has 
yet been difcovered. And if this be the cafe, 
L furely 
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finely a bold, and even hazardous practice, is 
very juftifiabk towards any fuch unhappy 
patients, who lie as it were tinder fcntencc of 
a cruel death, not to be prevented by what are 
called the regular and ufual methods. Bat 
flill it may be urged, that no impending 
danger, however great, can fufficiently juftify 
the trial of any hazardous experiment, unleis 
fupported by fomc degree of reafon or ex- 
perience. Happy, indeed, it is, when we 
have thefe two guides before us but when 
they are feparated, the latter is certainly moft 
to be relied on, and her I have endeavoured 
hitherto to follow. 

For in the pradice of inoculation expe- 
rience has taught me, that after as well as 
before the eruption, perfons may (afely take 
mercurial purges, and go put during their 
operation (though I have feldom advifed any 
to do fo) into the cold air, in inclement 
weather, without fuffering the lead harm 
or fubfequent ill confequence from it. And 
by this experience I was led, though with 
great caution, to try whether the fame pra&ice 
might not be fafely employed in the cure 

ftf 
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of the natural fmall-pox, as well the inOr 
culated ; nor have the trials been unfu^pefsfuj ; 
for though among the parents I have treated 
in this mann?^ fame h,ad confluent forts, yet 
were tfee complaints unufually moderate 
throughout the whole progrefs of the difeafe, 
and the maturation was completed, without 
fuch troublefome and alarming fymptoms and 
events as might be expected under any other 
known method of treatment; nor did any 
feconplvy feysr enfoe, 

I woulcj npt, however, be underflood to eq- 
tertain fo good an opinion of this method, as 
to infinuate that it will fave all who have the 
bad confluent kind j too many of thefe are in- 
curable ; but I am not without hoj^es, that jt 
may give a chance of recoyery, hitherto un- 
tried, to rh^ny; and even if th^s alterative an<J 
evacuating courfjb in the e^rly part of the 
difeafe fliould not fuccped, fo as to $vert the 
approaching danger^ I think there is great rea- 
fon to fuppofe that nourifhojent, cordials, ancf 
Opiates^ which may be wanted in thp ftate of 
maturation, will be adminiftered with more 
advantage and fecurity after it, than if that 
method bad not been previoufly ta^en. 

La ft 
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It fecms neceflary, however, to declare, 
that nothing which has been faid is meant to 
.. relate to practice in the bleeding or purple 
fmall-pox ; though very cold repellent me- 
thods may perhaps deferve to be tried in 
thefe hitherto fatal cafes, provided it can be 
done early; but the mercurial evacuating 
qourfe feems quite improper* 

Upon the whole, what has been faid on the 
natural fp*all-pox, muft wait the award of 
time and experience, the only tefts of the 
utility of any practice $ for I have lived long 
enough to have feen feveral inftances where 
very ingenious and well-meaning men have 
been greatly miftaken, by relying too mucty 
on the firft impreffions made by a few fuc? 
cefsful experiments. 
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CONCLUSION, 

BEFORE I difmifc the fubjeft, it may not 
be improper to givefome account of the 
piorives that induced itie to adopt this me* 
fhod. 

During the courfe of many years pra&ice 
pf inoculating in the former ufual method, I 
generally committed to writing the moil re- 
piarkable occurrences, to have recourfe to. 
Among thefe, I had recorded fome cafes, 
which proved that thofe who had fuffered 
pioft, were in general fuch as have been 
Jcept warm, and nurfed with the greateft 
tendernefs and care. Thefe fads difpof- 
ed me to think of a cooler manner of 
treating the difeafe, and made me attentive 
to the reports of fuch a method having been 
pra&ifed in fome parts of this country with 
great fuccefs, though too extravagant at firft 
fodeferve credit. 

The 
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The reports, however, pf this pradHce ffill 
gained ground ; and, upon the ftri&eft en- 
quiry, I found they were for the moft part 
true, and that fuch who were treated in this 
way, paffed through the difterpper in a more 
favourable manner than my own patients, 
or thofe of the moft able practitioners in 
the old method of inoculation j alfo that 
the inopulators in th}s new way enjoined a 
ftri&er regimen as to diet, than I had hi- 
therto thought neceflary % and that they 
frequently brought their uninfected patients 
into the prefence of thofe who had the 
difeafe, and inoculated them immediately 
with fluid matter, taken on the point , of a 
lancet, and by a very flight pun&ure or 
incKion; applying no drefling or covering 
afterwards. 

This way of performing the operation 
pleafed me, as far as related to the flight- 
nefs of the incifion, and the ufe of frefh 
matter ; for I had (in common with other 
inoculators) fometimes failed of infedting, 
by ufing a thread that had been kept too long 
iij a phial: but the circumftance of bring- 
ing 
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ing the perfon to be inoculated into the pre- 
fence of one who had the fmall-pox feemed 
hazardous, left there might be an accumu- 
lation of infe&ion. 

All doubts, however, were at laft removed 
by the authenticated accounts that I received 
of thefe particulars, and of the good fuccefs 
that attended the practice ; and I began- 
to try it in January 1765; when, after 
having diredted a ftridt regimen and fome 
mercurial purges, I inoculated with fluid 
matter, proceeding with much circumfpec-. 
tion and attention 3 my patients being ex- 
pofed to the open air in that cold feafon. 
The great advantage they received . from 
this treatment was foon apparent, and more 
than fufiicient to encourage my continu- 
ance in the practice $ till repeated experi- 
ments induceefme to think, that inftead of 
fuppofing the fever in the fmall-pox to be 
the ioftrument employed by nature to fub- 
due and expel the variolous poifon, we 
fliould rather confider it as her greateft 
enemy, which, if not vigoroufly reftraioed, 
is apt to produce much danger $ and that 
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all fuch means fhould be ufed as are moft 
likely to controul its violence, and extinguifh 
the too great fervor of the blood. Piirfuant 
to this opinion, b^fides keeping my patients 
in the open air, which I had learned from 
others, I firft directed the mercurial and: 
antimonial medicine, and the laxative courfe 
in the eruptive ftate the manner of admi- 
niftering which, and thefuccefs attending, 
has been already related. 

It may perhaps appear lingular that bleed- 
ing has neither been once mentioned or di- 
rected in the courfe of this work, though by 
general confent it is allowed to be the moft 
efficacious remedy in all inflammatory cafes. 
To this I can only fay, that the regimen 
and medicine above prefcribed commonly 
reduce the patients fo much as to render 
bleeding unnecefiary. And in the natural 
fmall-pox it fcemed moft reafonable to ad- 
here, as ftri&ly as poffibie, tathofe meafures 
which had contributed apparently fo much 
towards paffing fo eafiiy through inocula- 
tion, X doubt not, however, that c^fes will 

arife, 

3 
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arife, in which bleeding may not only be 
.fafe, but extremely falutary. 

> 

It will, I hope, be needlefs to tell the 
reader, that I have difclofed the whole of 
what I know with certainty relative to this 
procefs, as the regimen, medicines, different 
types of the difeafe, the rules of prognoftic, 
and various events, &c. are fully and faith- 
fully related, according to the beft of my 
judgment and experience. And I believe, if 
the method now recommended is carefully 
purfued, it wilt be found: to anfwer with a 
fucCefs at leaft equal to any yet difcovered, 
Neyerthelefs it is reafonable to fuppofe, that 
further experience may produce fome im» 
k provements j- yet when it is confidered how 
fliort a time is required for preparation, how 
few medicines are to be taken, thofe medi- 
cines* neither naufcous m themfelves, nor 
violent in their operation, of a kind likely 
ta be beneficial to moft confutations, and 
hurtful to none, uniefs injudicloufly admi- 
piftered, that the difeafe is ufually fo mild 
;as to require little or no confinement (the 
epmplairtts of far the greater number being, 
M that 
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that they have too litflc of the cliftemper) 
and that the difagreeable poijfequences which 
fometimes happened after the former me- 
thod of inoculation are likewife by this moft 
compionly obviated $ I do not fee that much 
alteration can bp even wifhed for. That 
which appears moft likely to bp made, is in 
ihortejiing the time of preparation ; for as 
| have often been obliged to inoculate with- 
out any, and have always ha4 the fame fuc^ 
ipefs, it has inclined me to think, that much 
if not the whole of this procpfs may be dif- 
penfed with, except in very full habits, or 
where other particular cijxumftanees may 
Require it. But in all thefe cafes, from the 
infertipn of the matter to the time of thp 
pruptivp complaints, the patients have been 
Jcept to a clofe obfervance pf dipt, and the 
ufe of the preparatory mpdicines, proportioned 
as well as I could to their condition : fpr I 
durft not, by way of experiment, difpenfe 
with the ufe of metres that h a 4 been 
^itherto fo fucp efiful f 

Should it be aflced then, To what parti- 
pylar qrcumftance thp fuccefs is owing ? I 

can 
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tail only anfwer, that although the whole 
procefs may have fomc (hare in it, in my 
opinion it confifts chiefly in the method of 
inoculating with recent fluid matter, and 
in the management of the patients at the 
time of eruption. If thefe conjectures (hould 
be true, perhaps we fhotild be found to have 
improved but little upon the judicious Sy- 
denham's cool method of treating the dif. 
eafe, add the old Greek woman's method of 
inoculating with fluid matter carried warm 
in her fervatit's bofom. 



Ma CASES. 
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C A S E S. 

CASE I. 

Nov. A VERY ftrong, fat, rakldlc-agcd 
23 d. xjl man was inoculated with fluid 
* matter, from a perfon pretty full of the na- 
tural fmall-pox, and near the crifis. 

26th. He came to me, that I might in- 
fpedt the arm, which then appeared to be 
certainly infeded, and very forward. 

28th. He came to the houfe, and inform- 
ed me he had been taken very ill on the 
26th in the evening, and continued fo all 
the next day. His complaints had been, 
great pains in his head and back, with 
heat, thirft, and reftleflhefs. He was at 
this time, however, pretty well but on in- 
fpedting the arms, they appeared much in- 
flamed for a confiderable fpace round the 
incUion, and the eryfipelatous appearance 

gradually 
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gradually extended itfelf over the greatcft 
part of the arms between the elbow and 
fhoulder. He flow cpnprplained only of 
.flight flying pains in his head and limbs, 
but without the leaft degree of fever: after 
a bad night's re#, feveral eruptions were 
difcovered on the hips, and one on the neck. 
Some of thefe maturated, others dried away j 
and, upon the whole, the procedure was 
fuch as, would not by^ny have been called 
variolous, if unattended with qther circum- 
ftances. 

C A S E II, 

Nov. 23d.} A healthy ftrong man, inocu- 
lated at the fame time, and from the fame 
perfon, with the laft, accompanied him alfo 
on the 2^th, when the arm of this patient 
appeared m a very doubtful ftate refpedting 
the infe&ion. 

On the 28th, when he came to the houfe, 
the {kin at thelncifion was difcoloured, felt 
hard, feemed thickened, did not appear 
inflamed; nor did he allow it had itched, or 
' that he had perceived any alteration in his 
health. 

Things . 
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things remaining in this flrite, I in&tt- 
lated him agaih on the 30th in the mornings 
being the eighth day from the firft inocu- 
lation. On the evening of the fkme day he 
complained of chillinefs, attended with pain 
in his head and limbs, and pafled an uneafy 
night. Thefe complaints lafted in a very 
moderate degree for tWo days more, but 
without the leaft appearance of a fever. A 
very few pimples were difcovered upon the 
declin* of thefe fymptoms, but they foon 
, vanifhed without maturating. 

CASE III. 

Nov. 23d.] A third patient, a young man 
twenty years of age, was inoculated with the 
two laft. I had not feen his arm from the 
time he was inoculated to the 28 th, when 
he came to the houfe in company with the 
others. He faid the incifed part had itched 
very much the firft three or four days, but it 
now appeared nearly in thfe fame ftate as the 
preceding. 

He was alfo inoculated again on the 30th. 
But as the fucceeding complaints, and doubt- 
ful eruption in this cafe, bore an exadt re- 

femblance 
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fcmblanqe to thofc of the former, it is need* 
lefs to repeat them, 

Nothing happened to either from the fe~ 
cpad inoculation, 

CASE IV, 

1765, May 5th.] A man aged twenty* 
four was inoculated ; after which he went to 
vifit a relation, till it fhould be thought pro- 
per for him to come to the houfe, which I 
dire&ed him to do on the nth, if he fliould 
continue well till that time, 

Hp took with him two calomel pills, one 
of five and the other of ten grains. He was 
ordered to take the ieaft on the 8th, the 
other on the following night, and an ounce 
of purging falts next morning. 

I did not fee him till the nth, when 
he came to the houfe : he was then per- 
fectly well, but faid he had been a little 
giddy for the laft day or two, and that his 
head ached very much the preceding day for 
about an hour, infomuch that he thought 
he rauft have come over; that his arm had 
itched very much, and the purge worked 
yery bri&ly. 

Upoij 
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Upon examining the arms, both incifions 
appeared to be confiderably inflamed, and 
looked juft as is ufual on the approach of the 
eruptive fever, which I had not the leaft 
doubt would foon happen. 

On the 1 2th he complained of fome pain 
in the right fhoulder, and under the arm, 
which he feid was ftifF, and felt as if it was 
fwelled. However, he continued perfe&ty 
well and free from all complaints to the 
15th; the arms appearing; as is ufual when 
the diftemper is attended with very few puk 
tules 5 that is to fay, not quite free from in- 
flammation, but with a flight one. „ 

The cafe being not To clear a,s could be 
wifhed, in order to be thoroughly fatisfied, I 
inoculated him again, taking particular care 
to infedt the part welK 

On the 1 6th in the morning he took a 
dofe of Inf. Sen. and Manna, 

He continued quite well, and no itching, 
or figns of infedtion appeared from the teft 
inoculation, 



CASE 
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CASE V* 

May 3d.] A man of 44 was inoculated* 
I few him every day, and it was eafy to per- 
ceive that the infedtion had taken place very 
early. 

On the 7th it appeared fo forward, that 
I ventured to prognofticate he would have 
a very early and mild diforder, and no 
eruption. 

- On the 8th he complained of a pain in his 
head and back, and that he felt a general 
uneafinefs, attended with a lofs of appetite^ 
which at other times was very good. He 
continued complaining in this manner that 
whole day, but on the next found himfelf 
pretty well, and continued fo without any 
other illnefs. The inflamed appearance on 
the incifion abated from this time. 

His health returned, and he ftili remains 
perfectly wdl. 

CASE VI. 

A middle-aged man was inoculated at 
the fame timej whofe cafe in every cir- 
N cumftarice 
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cumftanee fo nearly^refembled the former, 
as to render it- needlefs to enumerate the 
particulars. 

Both were inoculated *a fecond time with* 
*>ut any eruption or figns of infe&ion hap- 
pening in confequence of it. 

case vn; 

Dec. 5th.] A healthy man of 38 was 
inoculated. On the 7th he called on me, 
when his arm itched very much, and {hew- 
ed certain marks of the inf^dtion having 
fucceeded. 

The inflammatory appearance was then 
confiderably abated, and the indfions feemed 
difpofed to heal. He felt na uneafinefs on 
the part, nor had he any illneft. 

On the 1 2 th and 13 th he complained of 
pains in his head and limbs, as alfo of ftifF- 
nefs under his arms, which I efteem one of 
the moft certain proofs of the infedtioa 
having taken place. There was no altera- 
tion in the pulfe, nor any other fign of a 
fever; a few pimples about the neck and 
arms followed thefe complaints, yet not fuch 
as I (hould have efteemed variolous on any 
4 other 
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other occafion; for fome foon difappeared; 
and others, which remained long enough to 
have a little matter formed in them, proceeded 
to this ftate with great irregularity. 

He was inoculated again, but withour the 
leaft effe<3:. 

CASE VIII. 

A man between 50 and , 60 was inocu- 
lated about four in the afternoon: on the 
morning of the third day after the inocula- 
tion I firft: faw his arms, when they fhew- 
ed uncommon figns of infe&ion, being al- 
ready much inflamed; and upon inquiry, I 
rcc&ved from him the following account : 
that on the fame evening he was inoculated, 
he felt an uneafinefs and numbnefs at and 
near the place of infertion; and that the 
day following thefe complaints increafed > 
and fpread up to the fhoulder of one arm, 
which was very ftifF and numbed $ that the 
incifion had itched feveral times, and hia 
arms felt as if he had been bruifed by a 
blow with a very large ftick. And on 
the preceding evening, wjrich was the 
fecond from the inoculation, his head had 
N 2 been 
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been giddy and in pain, accompanied with 
fome chilly fits ; but all thefe ferifations went 
off without any other illnefs. He had refted 
well, and never thought Jhimfelf in better 
Jiealth. 

From this time I faw him at different 
times every day, and he continued in per- 
fect health; only fometimes, efpecially to- 
wards evening, he faid he felt as if he had 
drank too much. The arms were much 
inflamed but on the 6th and 7th day they 
altered their colour to a darker hue/ and 
the inflammation and hardnefs were evi- 
dently abating. He now defired to go a 
journey of about 20 miles on bufinefs ; and 
this I donfented to, from an abfolute confi- 
dence that he was fecure from any alarming 
attack; having firft enjoined him not to go 
into company where he taight rifque fpread- 
ing the infedlion 5 for his breath at this time 
had that peculiar offenfive fmell which ac- 
companies the difeafe. 

He returned the following day, being 
the 8th, in the afternoon, making no 
complaint but of hunger^ yet faid his 
head had ached the preceding flight after 
hh journey. £fi s ,arms were now ra- 
ther 
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ther more inftyp^d, whfch I attributed" to 
the fridtion they might have in the chaife ; 
but from this tirpe all complaints of every 
kind ceafed. His arms foon beqame quits 
well ; he took his firft purg$ on the fol- 
lowing day, a fecond on the nth, and re- 
turned home on the 13 th ftom the inocula-t 
tion, without having a lingle eruption of any 
kind. 

It is remarkable in this gentleman 5 cafe, 
tfcat being fo w?U he did not chufe to live 
with thofe who had the diftemper, but con- 
tinued in a lodging with his wife, who ac- 
companied him by way of nurfe, in full con- 
fidence of having had the fmall-pox many 
years lince. However, after they got home, 
(he fell ill, and had the diftemper in a very 
clear but favourable manner, and doubttefe 
caught it of her huiband, 

CASE IX. 

A young gentleman aged nineteen was in- 
oculated June 2d, 1765. 

On the 3d he rode out with a friend in 
an open chaife, and it being ftormy wea- 
ther returned home wet. I called on him 
next morning, and found him in bed, com- 
plaining 
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plaining that he had reftcd ill, felt (hooting 
pains in his head, his throat a little fore, 
thought himfelf feverifh, and that he had 
taken cold the preceding day. All this 
feemed very probable 5 his pulfe was too 
quick, thought the heat not confiderable, and 
he was in a moderate fweat. 

He rofe about ten, and kept within doors 
the whole day, complaining of wearinefs, 
flight pain in the head and about the (boul- 
ders; alfo that the incifed parts felt uneafy, 
and itched. 

On the 5th he thought his cold confider- 
ably better, and ventured abroad. His arm 
appeared certainly infe&ed, and very for- 
ward ; infomuch that I fufpedled he would 
have no more illnefs in confequence of the 
inoculation, > 

On the 7th the inflammation on the arm 
was confiderably abated, and the incifion 
feemed difpofed to heal. 

Apprehending from thefe circumftances 
that nothing more was to be expeded from 
the operation, he was inoculated again in the 
evening, from aperfon who had the diftemper 
pretty full, though of a diftinct kind, in the 
natural way. 

No 
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No marks, however, of infe&ion enfued 
from this laft operation $ and he continued 
vifiting with me many patients in all ftages of 
the difeafe : fo that it is probable he was then 
in more danger of infection than he will 
ever be again. 

CASE X, 

Dec. 19.] A healthy florid young maa 
was inoculated in both arms ; and foon after 
on the fame day Jie felt a difagreeable numb- 
nefs and ftiffnefs, beginning at the incifion in 
one arm, and extending as high up as the 
fhoulder. That night at going to bed h* 
took five grains of calomel in a pill. 

On the 20th the fame kind of fenfation in 
the arm remained, extending aifo to tfyat 
liSe of the head, which was in fome pain. 
Thefe complaints continued this day and the 
next. I ordered him to take the fame mer- 
• curiai pill at going to, bed. 

22d. Another indifferent night, with the 
fame complaints, and a ftiffnefs in both 
fhoulders. The pulfe appeared to be rather 
quickened, but without any fuch increafe of 

warmth 
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^varttith as was fufficient to be called fevcf * 
The ificifions were unufually forward. • 

23 d. In the morning I was told he was 
better, and had taken a ride to vifit his mo- 
ther at about ten miles diftance ; alfo that he 
had feverai pimples, which were believed to 
be the diftemper. 

In the afternoon he returned, when I found 
there were feverai puftules out, which had 
the appearance of being true fmall-pox ; and 
his arms * were as forward as is ufual at the 
time of eruption. All his complaints were 
now gone off, and he feemed quite well. 

24th. Gone abroad for his pleafure. 

25th, He called on mej and the puftules 
having advanced properly towards ipatura* 
tion, I ordered him immediately to the houfc, 
where he remained perfectly well, and the 
puftules, which were about twenty, maturated 
very kindly. 

27th. He took a purgative, which ope* 
rated moderately. On the 28 th he returned 
home in good health, and has continued fp 
everlince. * 



CASE 
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CASE XI. 

Two men were inoculated at the fame 
time, the one about 40 years of age, cor- 
pulent, and fubjedt to the rheumatifm; the 
other between 50 and 60, very thin and 
healthy. 

I faw both thefe patients on the third 
day, when the places (if infertion were in 
each fo very much inflamed, that I was 
pretty certain they would fcarce have any 
eruption, and acquainted them with my 
opinion ; both made complaints of itching 
and uneafinefs in the part ; there was how- 
ever this difference, the eider faid he had 
felt a numbnefs and fmarting from the tiipe 
of inoculation, particularly the following 
night; that his head had been in pain, and 
he had had feveral chilly fits. The other 
complained that his arms felt hot and itched, 
but he was very well- They both came to 
me on the fixth day, when the inflam- 
mation on the arm of the elder was con- 
fiderably abated ; and he faid from the 
time that I faw him laft, he had remained 
O free 
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free from any complaint, except a flight 
uneafinels on the pares infefted. The 
incifions of the other were ftill in an in- 
flamed ftate; he faid that his head had 
ached, and that he was very chilly the pre- 
ceding night \ both thefe fymptoms con- 
tinued for two days more \ but the attacks 
were irregular, lafted but a very (hort time, 
and there was not the leaft appearance of 
fever. The other held pcrfe&ly well, and 
all figns of inflammation on the arms of both 
foon difappeared. 

They both remained feveral days in the 
fame houfe, and kept company with 
others in different ftages of the difeafe; 
the elder of the two was inoculated again, 
but without the leaft figns of the infec- 
tion taking place, and both remain in good 
health. 

C A S E. XII, 

A gentlewoman turned of 50^ of a cor- 
pulent habit and clear complexion, was in- 
pculated about noon. On the following 

morning 
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morning fhe informed me that the inocu- 
lated parts, and more efpecially one arm, 
had fmarted very much, and felt numb up 
to the (houlder, and had been fufficiently 
troublefome to difturb her reft; upon in- 
fpefting the parts, they were found much 
inflamed, and a little elevated, Thefe kinds 
of feelings were complained of that whole 
day, and towards night her head ached; 
but fhe had no increafe of heat, -or altera- 
tion in the pulfe. On the third morning 
there was a flufhing on the (kin round the 
pundture on each arm, nearly the breadth 
of a fixpence; on applying the linger, it 
felt hard about the middle ; and upon the 
whole, the appearances of infedtion were 
as evident as are ufually obfervable on the 
9th or 10th day. I therefore ventured to 
aflure her, that the difeafe would pafs over 
in a very flight manner> and moft probably 
without any eruption ; and the event juftified 
my prognoftic. 

She complained a little of pain in her 
"head for feveral evenings, and the inflam- 
mation on her arm increafed ; but on the 
6th day it began to turn to a yeilowifh 
O 2 brown, 
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brown, and every inflammatory appearance 
wore off: (he remained perfectly well, living 
with thofe who had the diftemper, 2nd in an 
infeded houfe, without any illnefs. 

CASE XIII. 

"January g. A ftrong healthy man, aged 24 
^vas inoculated. The eruptive complaints 
began on the 8th day, ran pretty high, 
,and on the inoculated parts of each arm 
he felt very great and unufual pains. On 
the 10th a true eryfipelatous fwelling 
attacked one arm, and extended from the 
fhoulder to the elbow ; the other was alfo 
affefted in the like manner, but not fo con- 
siderably. In the evening of the fame day 
he complained of great pain and forenefs 
about his ftomach, and at this time the 
whole furface of the (kin was nearly covered 
with a rafh and petechial fpots of different 
colours and fizes. 

What I diftinguifli by the name of rafli, 
were pimples much refembling the confluent 

pocks> 
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pocks, and rifing above the fkin; the pete- 
chial fpots were interfperfed, and even with 
the fkin 5 fome of thefe were fmali like flea- 
bites, others were near as large as a filver 
penny ; fome were pf a very dark purple, 
and others of a livid colour. I obferved 
them carefully, aflifted by a good convex 
glafs, and found the appearances lingular and 
alarming. But as the fever was not high in 
proportion tofuch appearances, the head and 
back free from pain, and no great weaknefe 
attended, the event feemed to be the lefs 
doubtful. The patient drank a bafOn of white 
wine whey at going to bed, and I found 
him pretty well in the morning : the ery^ 
lipelas began to be lefs fiery, and put oh a 
darker hue $ a few large diftindt puftules of 
real fmali-pox foon difcovered themfelves* 
and from this time all went on very well ; 
the arms indeed were of a livid colour for 
fome time, but gave the patient no pain or 
uneafinefs, fo that he paffed through the 
whole procefs perfe&ly well in every other 
refpeS. 



CASE 
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CASE XIV. 

A healthy young woman 20 years of age, 
after having taken two of the preparatory 
powders, had a flight fever, accompanied 
with ficknefs at ftomach, which were fol- 
lowed by an eryfipelatous rafh; on this ac- 
coont inoculation was poftponed four days, 
when the rafh was totally gone. On the 7th 
day from the inoculation (he began to have 
the eruptive fymptoms, which were ac- 
companied with more fever and pain in the 
head and back than is ufual* alfo very great 
ficknek and vomiting; thefe were fucceeded 
by an univerfal rafh, of the fame kind as 
had happened before; in this fituation (he 
was ordered to keep her room, and the fol- 
lowing medicine diteded : 

Take compound powder of crabs claws* 
one fcruple emetic tartar, one grain. 

This operated moderately by vomit, dis- 
charging fome bile, and alfo twice by ftool. 
The Itomach was much relieved, but the 
ra(h remained, and put on fo much the ap- 
pearance of a confluent eruption, that I could 
fcarce be fatisiicd it was not fo, though I had 

feen 
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feen in the fame perfon but a few days be- 
fore a fmaller degree of the fame rafh. What 
made the cafe more doubtful was, that the 
fever ftill remained pretty high ; and her head 
and back were not much relieved by this 
eruption. In this fituation I did not think it 
advifeable to expofe the patient to the open 
air, but dire&ed only a faline mixture, with 
compound powder of crabs claws, and that 
fhe (hould keep her room, but not her bed. 

On the lothafew diftindt puftules were to 
bediftinguiflied, the rafti began to look fainter, 
and the whole terminated in a very favourable 
diftindt eruption, without any particular ac- 
cident : the fkin peeled off univerfally, as is 
not uncommon after a rafli. 

C A S E XV. 

A man aged 44, on the fixth day after 
inoculation began to complain of pains in his 
head and back, and of being frequently very 
qold. Thefe lafted wijh great feverity, info* 
much that he took the alterative pill, a purging 
draught, and kept much in the air till the 9th, 
whea about ten puftules appeared, and his 

complaints 
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complaints ceafed. Thefe feemed likely to dry 
away without maturating, which is not un- 
frequently the cafe where there arc very few. 

On the 1 2th he took a purge ; his arm 
remained confiderably inflamed $ but as he 
was very defirous of * going to a relation's, 
houfe, where he propofed to be aired, I 
confented to it. 

On the 1 6th I was told he had been mucK 
indifpofed fince his removal, and that he 
wifhed to fee me. 

On the 17th I vifited him, and found a 
confiderable number of puftules, to the 
amount of about 40, in the face, of true 
fm^U-pox. The account he gave me was, 
that he found himfelf very ill on the evening 
after his removal, and that he perceived the 
puftules the next morning. This was on 
the 14th day from the inoculation, and the 
forwardnefs they were in agreed well with 
his account. His arm continued much in- 
flamed, with many puftules near the incifion. 

CASE XVI. 
A healthy young man was inoculated De- 
cember the 6th, 1766. On the nth and 12th 
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he was cold and hot alternately, and com* 
plained of great pain in his head, back, and 
limbs. 

The 13 th he was much eafier, but ftili 
felt pains in his head and back. The inocu-* 
lafed parts, which from the operation till this 
day I had no opportunity of feeing, (hewed 
evident figns pf infe&ion $ but theikin at the 
incifion was pale, not elevated, nor did a 
thin fluid appear under the cuticle, as is ufual 
when the progrefs of infeftion is favourable; 
neither had he felt much uneafinefs about the 
incifions, or ftjffhefs in the axilla. 

14th. He was free from alt complaints ; 
the difcblouration on the arm had fpread 
wider, and two or three puftules were dis- 
covered near the place of infertion. 

15th. Many puftules appeared in different 
parts, about one hundred* 

1 6th. The puftules were properly advanced, 
and the man feemed to be perfectly well. 
But there were now fome appearances in the 
arm which I was diflatkfied with : for the in- 
oculated par,t was covered with a great number 
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;ef very fmall pale-coloured confluent puff 
tales : and the incifion, inftead of being ele- 
vated, was deprefled, and of a livid colour in 
the middle; this fometirpes happens, and 
denotes an efchar and ulceration at the con- 
clusion of the difeafe. 

17th. He w$s feized in the middle of the 
day with a fhivering fit, fucceeded by great 
heat and pain in the head, back, and limbs, 
jwhich continued all the following night. He 
likewife felt confiderabie pain at the incifion, 
and in the flioulder extending to the axilla. 

1 8th. In the morning he complained of 
great pain at the incifion up to the fhoulder 
and the axilla of one arm. The pulfe was 
yery^ quick, and the fever high. In this 
fituatipn I made no doubt but there would be 
a fecond eruption, and therefore perfuaded 
him to get up and go into the air, and diredt- 
ed an infufion of fena and manna to be takeq. 
immediately. 

This operated four times, and he was 
confidcrably relieved of all his complaints ; 
kuj frefh puftules now made their appear- 
ppce pn the face and other parts, to the 

amount 
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Amount 6f double the number at leaft of the 
, firft. From this time he remained quite free 
from fever, and every other copiplaint j the 
Iaft puftules, as well as the firft, rfraturating 
in the moft favourable manner; But what 
is very remarkable, both crops of puftules 
ripened nearly about the fame time 5 for the 
progrefs of thofe which came out firft feemed 
to be retarded by the feeond eruptive fever, 
and the latter puftules advanced quicker than 
ufuaL 

CASE .XVII. 
June 2d. Twenty-two perfons were ino- 
4 culated, who lodged at two neighbouring 
hpufes. 

On the 4th in the evening one of them, a 
man aged 30, had a ihivering fit, fucceeded 
by fever, with pain in the head, back, and 
fide, which continued all night. 

5th. In the morning, when I firft vifited 
him, the pulfe was very quick, full, and 
fttong, and the former complaints remained, 
but I found him walking about the houfe. 
On infpeding the incifions, both were quite 
well ; while thofe of every one of his aflb- 
ciates, which I fawat the fame time, ftiewed 
evident m^rks of infe&ion. 

P 2 Th» 
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« 1 This patient had been very much in th<? 
way of infedtion, and I fufpe&ed that he was 
going to have the fmall-pox in the natural 
way : I therefore directed the mercurial and 
antimonial pill to be taken at, night, and that 
he fhould go into the air as much as he could 
bear, but not go into bed. 

6th. In the morning I was informed that 
he had been fick and vomited, without hav- 
ing a Aool : and that all his complaints re- 
mained, though not quite fo violent. I pre- 
ferred half an ounce of Glauber's fait and 
half an ounce of manna, diffolved ift water- 
gruel, to be taken immediately. 

In the afternoon I found him in bed, but 
was told he had been in the air, and that the 
. purge had operated foerr times. He was now 
difpofed to fweat, and his pains were abated ; 
but the fever remained as before, with a 
white dry tongue ; he had a troublefome 
cough, difficult refpiration, and great op- 
preflion at his ftomach, but there was ngt 
the leaft fign of infedtion in the arm. 

7th. In the morning he was much in the 
fame ftate, only weaker. I prefcribed a fait 
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♦f wormwood mixture, with Mindererus s 
{pirit, an oily mixture for his cough, and 
one grain of emetic tartar mixed with 10 
grains of compound powder of crabs claws 
to be taken in the evening- 

8th. He had four ftools in the night, fweat- 
ed pretty well, and got fome fleep ; but he 
coughed much, breathed with difficulty, ex- 
pectorated fome thin frothy phlegm, and 
complained of great pain in his breaft and 
fide. Eight ounces of blood were diredted to 
be taken away 5 the antimonial powder was 
repeated, with an addition of one grain of 
calomel $ and he was directed to drink fre- 
quently a cup-full of peroral deco&ion, to a 
quart of which was added one ounce and a 
half of Mindererus's fpirit. 

9th. The blood taken away yefterday was 
very fizy, f the pain in the breaft and fide 
much abated, but the cough very trouble- 
fome, and the expeftorated phlegm ftreaked 
with blood. The inoculated parts were now 
difcoloured, (hewed evident figns of infection, 
and that we fhould foon have the fmall-pox 
to encounter together with the peripneu- 
monic difprder. 

10th. 
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loth. Very reftlefc all the night, coughed 
touch, and With great difficulty expe&oratedf 
brown vifcid phlegm. The bleeding was re- 
peated, and the ufe of the arttimonial powder 
and other medicines continued j which had 
-every day procured fome ftools, and Ibppotted 
g« conftant breathing fweat. 

1 ith. The blood was ftill found fizy, and 
the fever, cough', difficulty of refpiration and 
expedtoration were increafed. The progrcft 
of infe&ion in the arm was flow, but fhew-^ 
cd, however, that the eruptive fever would 
foon come on 5 and I was apprchenfive that 
it would be fo confounded with the perip-^ 
neumoriic dilbrder as to caufe much perplex-* 
ity. I determined neverthelefs to attempt to 
relieve the latter by whatever means I could* 
and wait the event $ and therefore ordered 
. more blood to be taken, a bliftering plainer to 
be applied between the fhoulders, and a fmall 
quantity of gum ammoniacum to be added to 
his pedtoral medicines. In the evening I was 
informed that, all the troublefome fymptoms 
were cohfiderably abated. 

It muft here be noted, that all the com- 
pany, 
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pany, who had been inoculated at the faraf 
time, were now ill, an4 moft qf th^m had 
lbme eruptions. 

1 2th. He had h*d more reft; but though 
jnoft of his complaints were relieved, yet thfc 
fever ftill continued, and he expe&orate4 / 
with difficulty fome very dark-bro^nn phlegm, 
Co that no alteration w»s made in his jnedi- 
fines. 

The appearance on the incifions fpread, 
but did not look as ufual when the eruptive 
complaints are begun. 

13 th. The fever, pain in- the fide, cough, 
and difficulty of expectoration, being again 
increafed, I ordered a veficatory to the fide, 
and fome oxymel of fquills in ape&oral mix- 
ture. 

1 4th. The fever and pain of the fide were 
abated, and he had obtained fome little flcep, 
which was however much difturbed by 
fudden ftartings. The fkin at the incifions 
had an unufual appearance, not eafily to be 
defcribed : and infl^d pf bejng ipflamed, as it 
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yfually is, where the progrefs of the infec- 
tion is favourable, and not. interrupted by 
fome extraordinary accident, it Was of a pale 
hue, 

i jthu He had refted ill, and the cough 
was fo troublefome, that I ordered more 
Wood to be taken, and the medicines to be 
continued. The incifions this day looked 
like puftules irregularly fhaped, and a fluid 
appeared under the cuticle, 

itfth. All fymptoms were more moderate; 
two puftules were difcovered in the face, and 
thofe at the incifions feemed tending to 
maturation. 

17th. All complaints much eafier; the 
puftules at the incifions were more elevated, 
and had matter in them ; but the pthers 
were but little advanced, and looked pale. 

1 8th, Hewas in all refpedts fo much better, 
that he ventured to ride out on horfeback, apd 
I was releafed from my attendance 3 nor did 
I fee him afterwards till he called at my houfe 
; in good health on the 5th of July. But he 
;> . 3 then 
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then informed me, that in the afternoon of 
the 19th of June, the day after I took my 
leave of him, he had been extremely hot 
and feverifh; was relieved on the 20th 
from all feverifh fymptoms, and difcovered 
a great number of puftules, which rofe, 
filled, and ripened without any further ill— 
nefs ; fo that he did not think it neceflary 
to fend me any notice of them. Looking in 
his face, I faw about thirty marks of fmall- 
pox, which confirmed the truth of his 
report, 

I have alfo fince received a very fatisfac- 
tory account that many puftules in his face 
and other parts, which came out after the 
time I faw him, flayed a proper time, and 
maturated completely. 

CASE XVIII. 

A middle-aged man, on the fixth day 
after he had been inoculated, complained 
of pain in his head and back, and had a 
flight degree of fever. The complaints 
remained till the 8 th, when there appeared 
fome eruptions on the face, which I took to 
be variolous : but it is to be noted, that 

having 
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having lived pretty freely, his face was very 
red and full of pimples; and neither the 
preparation nor medicines had much altered 
that appearance; fo that it was no eafy 
matter to diftinguifh between thofe which 
were habitual to him, and the frefli ones. 
The arm at this tin e was very confiderably 
inflamed, as is ufual about the time of 
eruption. 

On the 9th he was perfectly well, and no 
more eruptions fhewed themfelves. 

Having «had feveraj patients who un- 
doubtedly paCed through the diftemper 
with no more illnefs than this man had 
felt, and fometimes even without any erup- 
tion, I really thought that the affair was 
over. 

On the iothhe took a laxative draught, 
eat ia piece of mutton, and drank fome ale. 
On the afternoon of the. fame day I found 
him complaining of a pain in his head, 
which he thought was occafioned by : his 
venturing abroad during* the operation of 
the purge. He had now more fever than 
v * at 
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at any other time before however, as he 
averred that his complaints were fuch as he 
ufually felt from a flight cold, I did not ap- 
prehend any thing more. 

On the nth in the morning he was ftill 
much indiipofed, and had refted ill. In 
the evening of the fame day I found him 
much better, but he faid there were more 
puftules on his back. Thefe I did not 
fee. 

Next morning I found he was gone to a 
* friend's houfe, having left word that he was 
quite well, and I (hould hear from him if 
there was occafion. 

On the 14th I was defired to vifit him, 
when I found a moderate number of frefli 
puftules on the face and limbs, and in fijeh 
forwardnefs, that I was convinced they had 
been out ever fince his removal $ which in- 
deed was confirmed by the account he gave 
me : thefe maturated kindly, and he remains 
in good health. 

Qj* CASE 
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CASE XIX. 

A gentleman's fon in perfe<9fc health, be- 
tween four and five years of age, on the 
third day after inoculation voided a long 
round worm alive, after having taken on 
the preceding night a dofe of mercurial 
phyfick. No figns of > worms had hitherto 
been obferved in him; and he afterwards 
feemed to be quite well, till the fymptoms 
which ufually precede the fmall-pox came 
on. 

After a very moderate iflnefs, an eruption 
of about twenty puftules fucceeded, and all 
complaints then ceafed ; fo that on the 4th 
day after the eruption, I propofed, and 
was permitted, to difcontinue my vilits for 
the prefent. I called again however on the 
6th day, and found him well as ufual, and 
at play, the puftules being then nearly ma- 
turated. 

I was informed, however, that in the 
night of the 4th day, he had been hot, 
feverifli, and reftlefs; was very well the 
day following, and hot again at night, but 

in 
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in a lefler degree $ fo that this flight illnefs 
did not then give the leaf* alarm. But on the 
7th day, early in the morning, I was called 
up to vifit him as foon as poffible, and was 
informed that in the beginning of the night 
he grew extremely hot and delirious, and 
foon became ftupid, drowfy, and fenfelefs $ in 
which condition I found him, grating his 
teeth, with convulfive motions about the 
mouth. 

The puftules were at this time quite ripe, 
and looked, as they always had done, ex- 
tremely well. His pulfe was very quick, 
though the heat was now moderate, and the 
refpiration free and ealy ; but he was fo co- 
matofe, as not to be roufed, even fo much as 
to open his eyes, by any difturbance that 
could be given. 

In this alarming fituation I defired the 
afliftance of the phyfician, who on other 
occafions had ufually attended the family. 
At our confutation, which foon followed, 
it was agreed, that as the fmall-pox were 
very few in number, had always looked 
well, and were now completely maturated, 

the 
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the prefent fymptoms muft be occafioned 
by worms, or fome irritating caufe in the 
bowels. 

With this view a dofe of rhubarb and 
calomel was immediately prefcribed and 
exhibited, though we were obliged to open 
the mouth by force, and this not without 
fome difficulty. The operation of this me- 
dicine was accelerated by a clyfter, and a 
large fcetid flimy ftool, followed by fome 
, fmaller liquid ones, wis procured that 
afternoon. 

The child, however, feemed to be almoft 
totally infenfible during this time, nor did 
he yet appear to be in any refpedt relieved 
by theft; evacuations : blifters therefore were 
fucceffively applied to the back, head, and 
legs, and finapifms to the feet leeches were 
likewife fixed to the temples, and rhubarb 
with calomel, after fome little interval, again 
directed tin medicines being given between 
whiles. 

By thefe means, though nqt till a confi- 
derable quantity of flimy and extremely 

ofFenfive 
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©ffenfive feces had been difcharged, ibme 
figns of amendment appeared. But the child 
ftill remained in fome degree comatofc till 
the fifth day from this attack ; after which 
the progrefs of amendment was very quick, 
and in two or three days he got quite well, 
and has ib continued. 

CASE XX. 

In May 1766, 1 was defired to vifit a con- 
fiderable farmer, aged 6$, to give my advice 
for a complaint in his legs. 

About two years before he had been feiz- 
ed with a numbnefs and coldnefs in both 
legs and thighs, which it was apprehended 
would end in a palfy. For this diforder 
he took many medicines, and both his legs 
were bliftered, ,by which he found relief; 
but from this time the legs were afFe&ed 
with troublefome itching and burning pains, 
attended with a fharp ferous difcharge 
through innumerable excoriations, Thefe 
complaints deftroyed his reft, and made him 
unhappy. 

After 
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After relating this cafe, he told me, that 
as almoft every body in the neighbourhood, 
who had not had the fmall-pox, was either 
under inoculation or preparing for it, he 
could fcarcely expedt to efcape the infe&ion, 
and had therefore a ftrong delire to be ino- 
culated 5 and that his wife of the fame age 
with himfelf, was likewife defirous of it. 

This propofal induced me to examine the 
prefent condition of his legs more ftrictly. 
They were now, he faid, in their beft ftate ; 
that is, not fo full of pain as ufual ; they 
were dry and fcurfy. His face was likewile 
fcurfy, and of a fettled deep red colour; 
the confequence, as he told me, of a re- 
peated Eryfipelas in it, and not of any in- 
temperance. 

Upon confidering the cafe, and reflect- 
ing that the preparatory courfe of diet and 
medicine would probably amend the con- 
dition of his legs, I encouraged him to pur- 
fue his intention j and both he and his wife, 
after a fortnight's preparation, were inoculated 
on the third of June* 
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On fhe.gth both iftade fome flight Com- 
plains ; .add on the 12th the;, wife gfew '» 
better* pp. the : appearance qf a yery few, ; 
diftind: .pustules* which maturated afterg- 
uards in the taoft.^ manner..; But 
the >n?anlfcH complained pf pain and weari- " 
i^cfs till the 13th,. when he grew eafier in 
. that refpecSt, and felt aifmarting pgin in his legs, > 
Xfh'uih were very r6d> and had fevcral puftules 
on them* ■ Towards evening .they grew 
i^ore paiqful, more fwelled, md jl farther 
eruptipn was difcerriible, though not Qafily to 
be di&nguijhed, by re^fop of their difeafed 

He flept very littlej this^mghtj but on the 
£4th I found him free from fever, and 
pretty, wejlf in all relpe^s, except the pain 
hj his A legs ; on wjiich, and under the hams, 
^ great number^ of diftinft, but ^Irrjoft co- 
herent puftules appeared. , There were fe- 
vera! alfo in the neck and face/ but very 
few on. thpbody or arms. Heh^d all along 
been advifed not to ftir much, but had 
taken greater liberties of walking about than 
J faatf allowed. , 
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-15th: Me had not flepta minute during 
the night. I found him up and walking 
about the houfe, complaining much bf pain, 
but faying that in other refpedts he was 
well; but he was now rather cool than warm, 
his pulfd very low* feis afpedfc languid, the 
colour of the &ce inclined to livid and pale, 
and he complained 5 of faintnefs and ficknefs, 
I« could pot: avoid being alarmpd; The leg? 
alio were fwelled confiderably, but not in- 
flamed. I therefore* ordered Httfi inftantly 
to bed y "and" as the tenSon was gfeaty ap- 
plied a cataplafm of btfei&J and milk (being 
what was neareft at hand) all over each -leg, 
and directed the following medicine to be 
taken astfoon: as poffible. *

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In, the. evening ;his pulfe was raifed, he 
was eafier, and refted about an hour. 

1 6th. In the morning, after he had refted 
fome hours in the night, he was eafier, 
warmer, and the pulfe better. 

17th. After a good night he found hint- 
felf free from complaints,, and from this 
time every circumftahce went on favourably ; 
the pocks maturated on the 7th day; his legs 
however were both coiifiderably ulcerated 
for a fortnight after, but {hen foon healed. 
He remains at prefent in good health, and 
feels lefe uneafinefs from his legs than he did 
before the inoculation. 

CASE XXI. 

A midtfle-aged woman was inoculated, 
May 15, 176$. She began to complain on 
the 23d; the fever and other fymptoms 
were very moderate. On the 26th an erup- 
tion, diftindt in kind, fmali in number, 
ihewed itfelfj all the eruptive fymptoms 
ceafed, and (he feemed perfectly well. . 

On the 29th (he complained that her 
throat was fpre, felt ftiff, and fwelleds but 
R 2 as 
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as this is not unufual, little regard wa£ jiaid 
to it. • 

30th. She refted ill, her fhroat was worfe, 
and it now gave her great pain to fwallow. 
She had alfo been taken with a fliivering fit, 
fucceeded by fever. On , inlpedting the 
throat I could not perceive one puftule there, 
but the uvula and tonfiis were very much 
fwelled and inflamed. An acidulated gargle 
was dire&ed, and a lenitive purge, which in 
the evening had operated thrice $ the gargle 
had been frequently ufed, but the difficulty 
of fwallowing was greatly increafed, info- 
much that (he could get nothing dowrv; 
the* fever too was rather increafed/ Further 
help could not now be expe&ed from in- 
ternals 5 for upon making the trial, liquids 
returned through the nofe. ,1 directed ^ 
blifter to be applied to the throat, and that 
lhe fhould frequently gargle with warpi 
pedtoral drink. 

31ft. She had not flept a minute, being 
difturbed, whenever fhe attempted it, with 
fuclv fudden ftartings as made her afraid to 
: fltep. The feverilh heat was not very great, 

- the 
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the pulfc extremely quick* and all'the liquids 
fhe attempted to fwallow ftill came through; 
the nofe. She could not lie down in bed, 
and therefore fat up in an eafy chair the 
grefateft part of the night. 

The puftules, which in the face did not 
exceed twenty, and very few appeared elfe- t 
where, advanced to maturation kindly, 
without receiving the leaft check from this 
adventitious illnefs. Her fpeech was fo 
much affe&ed as fcarce to be underftood. 
She informed me, however, that fhe was 
fubjedt to an illnefs of this kind ; and had 
once narrowly efcaped »with her life, but 
had never been lb bad before, I dire&ed 
twelve ounces of blood to be taken from 
the arm, and that the fublingual veins fhould 
be pricked. But no relief feemed to be 
derived from any of thefe meafures; and 
upon iftfpe&ing the throat again, the glands, 
uvula, and fauces were very much inflamed 
and diftended. The tonfils were then lanced 
pretty deep, and a good deal of blood be- 
•ing difchirged, the fwelling of the parts 
fubfided, fo as to admit her to fWallow, 
' * • . : : ^though 
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though with difficulty, a little paStoral drink, 
and afterwards a. few ipoonfuls of milk 
pottage. 

June ift. She had relied but very little, 
though exceeding drowfy, and worn out for 
want of fleep > for the fudden ftartings, upon 
clpfing her eyes, (till remained, though not in 
fo great a degree as the preceding night j 
but fhe had fwallowed fome liquids, though 
With great difficulty. The feverifh heat was 
not very great, the pulfe quick and more 
feeble. 

On infpe&ingthe throat towards noon, the 
fwelling, though fomewhat abated, was ftill 
confiderable enough to prevent much being 
fwallowed. 

In this dangerous fituation the operation 
that had adminiftered fome relief was re- 
peated, and other parts of the tonfils an4 
fauces, which had not been wounded before, 
were now lanced pretty deep; a large quan- 
tify of blood was difcharged, the parts coi- 
lapfed* aud in le& than an hour fhe was 
able; ; to fwallow liquids; after which ffie 
6 got 
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got fbme rcfrcfliing llccp, recovered feft, 
and is now in good health. The puftules, 

notwithftanding this illnefs, advanced very 
kindly to maturation, and turned on the 
7th day from the eruption. 

CASE XXII. 

A healthy middle-aged man, rather of a 
corpulent habit, was inoculated, had a flight 
cold fit (on the 5th day inclufive after the 
operation )• which lafted but a very (hart time, 
and was not fucceeded by either fever or 
complaint of any kind. 

His arms at that time fhewed certain figns 
of the infedtion having fucceeded, which 
continued advancing to the 9th day, when 
the inflammations about the incifions appear- 
ed considerably fpread, and were furrounded 
with confluent clufters of very fmall puftules. 
In other refpedts he was perfectly well, and 
felt not the leaft ftiffhefs or pain in the axilla 
or elfewhere j infomuch that he began to be 
uneafy left he fliould have no appearance of 
fpaall-pox. 

On 
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On the ioth feveral fmall pimples were to 
be feen on the forehead, which I fliould 
have thought fmall-pox, if he had not at this 
time been quite well, brifk, and bfarty, with* 
out having felt any, previous complaipt. 

On the nth in the morning, many more 
were to be feen on the face, limbs, and 
body, fo that he might be (aid to be very 
full. I now examined him again Very ftrkftly, 
and could not find that he had been in the 
leaft ill; and on enquiring how he ha4 
flept, he anfwered, never better*; fot he 
went to bed about tet^, and did not vrake 
till pear fevep in the morning; the erup- 
tion, on £ clofe infpe&ion*, had fucfi^an ap- 
pearance gs would have made iie pro- 
hounce it the fmall-pox of an unfavourable 
kind, if it had been preceded or attended 
by any feverifli or other complaints'; b^t I 
muft confefs, that even at this time X fup- 
pofed it wfi pnly an inoffenfive rafhj as thq 
patient was then, and had been, ^entirely freq 
from any complaint, 

AH this day he continued perfe&ly well, 
had walked out of his own accord into the 

, fields^ 
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ffelds, and in the evening aflerted that he 
fiever had been eafier or better ib all his life ; 
though, as he confefled to the afterwards, he 
had been ib fome company where he fefidkkfet! 
his pipe, and drank his (hare of a i\uin of 
ale. Still the puftulcS reniainecl, and ih* 
created in number, though not in fize j and 
tiothing but the confideration of his having 
had none of the cothplaints which ufudiy 
precede even the flighted kind of (hiaU-por, 
kept me in any doubt whether they were the 
ifriall-pox or not. 

* The next mornihg, being the 12 th, the 
attending nuffe told me that he had pafled a 
Very reftlefs night, with much complaint of 
pain in his head and back ; and I found him 
very uneafy, with great heat, a quick pulfe, 
and very full of a fmall fort of Imall-pox 
indifputably. 

Thefe complaints coming on at this unufual 
time made me apprehenfive of the confe- 
quenceS. I gave him diredtly calom. gr. 
tart. emet. gr. and advifed him to get up and 
go into the air, but not to fatigue himielf too 
much. I alfo dire&ed that after two boon 

S hQ 
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he fhould take a purging draught. [It is to 
be obferved that he had had ftools every day 
regularly; and remaining perfedtty well, had 
taken no medicine for fome time.] I called 
on him again about two, and found him 
walking about the houfe, when he faid he 
was better, for that the phylick had worked 
him five times very fufficiently, and each 
time he had been abroad to the privy, though 
it rained pretty fmartly. 

I faw him again in the evening, and then 
he made but little complaint of pain in either 
head or back, but was almoft inceflantly 
teized with a fhort tickling cough, and com- 
plained of his throat being fore. He then 
took another pill of the fame kind as that in 
the morning. 

Early the next day, the 13th, the nurfe in- 
formed me that he had been very reftlefs th6 
whole night, had put on his cloaths and came 
down flairs, but was now gone into bed again, 
in hopes of getting a little reft. On going' in- 
to his room I found him almoft dreffed again, 
complaining that he had an almoft conftant 
irritation in the throat, and finding it im- 
poflSble to get any fleep, was therefore com- 
ing 
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ifig down ftairs. I enjoined him, however, 
to keep within doors, 

. About one I faw him again ; he had had 
two ftools, and was better. His cough re- 
mained fomewhat troublefome, and his throat 
grew fore. 

In the^ evening I found him in good fpirits, 
with a regular quiet pulfe, and he had one 
more purging ftool. I ordered another pill 
of the fame kind to be taken at going to bed, 
and ^ bafon of fmall white wine whey after 
it 5 alfo an oily mixture to be taken occa- 
fionally, to relieve his cough and the tickling 
fenfation in the throat. 

The 14th in the morning he had fome 
comfortable reft, and felt himfelf refreshed ; 
, his cough had been much better, {6 that he 
had taken but once of the oily mixture. 1 This 
day he had three ftools from his pill; and 
the fmall-pox had advanced in an unex^ 
pedtedly kind manner, 

From this time nothing material happened j 
the cough left him, and his throat gave him 
po trouble. 

S z The 
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The pijiftule9 filled with good m^er in i 
ihorter time than I ever few fuch 3 number 
of fo fmall a fort, and many were brown on 
&e j 7th day, hcing the 7th from th© firft 
appearance. 

On the 19th he took a purge, and was 
perfe£Uy well. 

To thefe cafes many others of a fimilar 
Hatqre niight be added. But by feveral un^ 
fofefeen delays, not in my power to prevent* 
I have been obliged to trefpafs fo much a ^ 
ready on the patience of thofe who wished 
to fee fome account of this pw&ice, that \ 
(hall only mention a few, which by a partial 
or untrue relation might poflibly be conftrued 
to the difadvantage of inoculation 5 though 
when the particular fadls are candidly exhi- 
bited, every juft occafion qf prejudice will un-» 
dpubtedly be removed. 

During the autumn of the laft year th« 
, chin^cough was epidemickat Hertford; and 
as the winter approached, the fmall- poj? 
alio broke out in many places ; and; almoft 

every 
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every tjhUd, whp before had the chin* 
cough, and was feized with the natural fmalU 
pox, died of a conBuent kind. This cala- 
mity feU feverely among the poor of tbi* 
pl?Cf , many of whom earneftly entreated me 
to woQiitote their families * but this wa$ - 
fc^Fce ppfiible, without fome neceflary provi- 
sion could be obtained for them from the pa- 
rities to which they belonged ; I therefor^ 
acquainted the clergymen of the refpedtiw 
pao&es, that if proper care was taken that 
neceflaries were not wanting, I would freely 
inoculate and attend all fuch as I thought 
were proper fubje&s. 

Both the gentlemen approved the de%n ; 
feut after a (hort confutation with their pa- 
ri(hioners, the affair was put off, the pari& 
officers alledging they could not provide pro- 
per places. 

That fuch a defign had been in agitation 
foon became known, and a number of poor 
people were continually foliciting tne to iron 
culatcthem and their children at all events, 
proinifing to provide for thcmfelves to the 

utmoft 
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utmoft of their power. Some had the dif- 
cafe already in their families. It was fo much 
m the neighbourhood of others, that they 
toere ip daily fear of taking the infe&ion, and 
their diftrefs on this occalion great. Wo- 
men with children at their breafts, in want of 
all neceflaries, yet folicitous for the fafety of 
their offspring, preffed me to inoculate them 
and their children with an importunity not 
to. be defcribed. I acquainted them with the 
danger attending the infant ftate ; but rea- 
fons availing nothing, I yielded to inoculate 
all who ,had not the chin-cough, or any 
other dangerous illnefs, though againft my 
opinion and inclination, almoft againft my 
determined refolution. Amongft a very 
great number of fuch'fubjedts of all ages and 
conftitutions, and where fome might reafon- 
ably be prefumed to have taken the infection 
in the natural way, I expedted fome difagree* 
able events would happen j but the probabi- 
lity of faving the lives of many preponderated. 
The following however are the only cafes 
that border on the unfortunate.; and the 
reader will, if fkilful and candid, eafily placq 
them to the right account. 

A mother 
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A mother and thrpe children (one of theln 
at the breaft) were inoculated.' The chil- 
dren had then the chin-cough ; but this 
was carefully concealed from me, as I had 
refufed all under fuch circumftances. The 
youngeft, of about five months old, , had only 
five or fix puftules in: the face, and not more . 
elfewhere proportionably. She lived paft the 
crifis; but the cough remained violent, and, 
fhe was much enfeebled, and died as chil- 
dren do who perifli by the chin-cough,, 
and without any bne circumftance of danger 
that could be fuppofed to proceed from in- 
oculation. 

Another weakly child, about five months 
old, I had perfuaded the mother to wean, in 
order that (he herfelf might be inoculated. 
During the preparation this woman fell ill 
of a fever, as fuppofed but on vifiting her, 
I found the confluent fmall-pox appearing, 
and that the child had lain with her con- 
ftantly. I was earneftly folicited to ino- 
culate this infant, in order to give it a better 
chance, which with great reludlance I yielded 
to 5 it had a very fmall number of diftindt 

puftules, 
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poftules, and pafled through thedifeafe fefelyj 
but not being reconciled to any food but the 
bread, it died foon after, languiflhihg for want 
of proper fuftenance. 

Another unfortunate fubjeft Was aho a 
child at the bread, one of eight children, 
who with the father and mother Wftf 6 too* 
culated together. On the third tky fitem the 
inoculation this child was feteed With & ftvW, 
which from the fymptoms I fufjtfdted afiftfe 
from worms. I gave it a grain of £ak*i*lj 
a large worm was voided the next day, aftd 
the child was feemingly better ; but the foWf 
returned at night, and continued without re- 
miffion in fuch a manner as to be very dan- 
gerous in itfelf, and prevented any diftin&jon 
of the eruptive fymptoms : at length a con- 
fluent kind appeared, though the numbfcf 
was not great; the bad fymptoms were not 
alleviated by the eruption, and the child died 
early in the difeafe. 

All thefe cafes happened fince the intro- 
dudlion and firft chapter was wrote ; and have 
confirmed my opinion, that it is better, 

both 
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both on. account of thefubjeft and the repu- 
tation of the praj&ice, to defer inoculating 
children till they are about two years old. 

It feems not improper likewife to mention 
the following rafe; which, if the whole truth 
is not related, may poflibly afford matter of 
cavil againfl inoculation. 

A fliort, thick- fet, middle-aged man was 
fcized .with the ufual fymptoms on the eighth 
day after inoculation. The eruption jya$ 
favourable, the crop pioderate, the puftujes 
large and diftinft, and no peculiar care was 
either required or obferved. The pock 
maturated in feven days ; after which he took 
two purges, and had fixed the day for his re* 
turn to London, 

♦ 

Two days before his intended journey I 
found him in the morning fitting by the fire, 
with his hand upon his head s upon enquir- 
ing- the reafon, he anfwered, My head feels 
very queer to-day; a perfon in company add-* 
ed, that he had made too free with mutton 
the day before but this he denied. He 
did not however feem much indifpofed -> he 
T had 
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had taken a purge, and I expe&ed he would 
be relieved by its operation* 

Next morning he told me he had a good 
night's flcep, and was perfc&ly well; never- 
thelefs, two hours after he fell down fuddenly 
in a fit, and fenfeiefs. In this condition I 
found him about fix in the evening, and fo he 
continued till the night of the following day, 
when he expired, perfectly apople&ic, in ipite 
of every means we could attempt for bis re- 
lief. 



CASES 
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C A SB S' of the natural finall-pox, 
treated in ths preceding method. 

CASE xxm. 

ONE morning about ten I was defined 
to vifit a poor man in a fever . Two 
days before, in the evening, he had been feized 
with a fhivcring fit, which was then fuppofed 
to be the ague j he foon grew extremely hot, 
with pain in his head, back, and loins, which 
continued till I faw him, the 24th Oftober : 
he had kept his bed, had fcarce any fleep, 
his heat great, pulfe ftrong and quick, and 
the pain in his loins very fevere. This man 
had applied to me to be inoculated a little 
before he was taken ill, on account of the 
fmall-pox being vhy much in his neighs 
bourhood ; but he had not as yet taken any 
preparatory fteps. I made no doubt but he 
was now attacked with this difeafe, and from 
the feverity of the fymptoms expected it 
would prove of the confluent kind. As he 
lived near me, and I could eafity attend to 
every circumftance, I determined to try 
T 2 how 
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how far the cooling method might be bene- 
ficial in treating the natural ftaall-pox. ^ 

I found it very difficult fo perfuade him 
to rife out of bed, as he thought himfelf 
utterly unable to fupport himftlf, notwith- 
ftanding he was on other occafions a refolute 
mail; AfTuring him however that I would 
not attend him unlefs he would comply* hi 
promifed to ufe his utmoft endeavours. I left 
him to put this advice in pradtice, and or- 
dered him to a carpenter's yard about one 
hundred yards diftance, where I promifed to 
meet him. 

In about a quarter of an hour I found hi 
had reached the place of appointment* by the 
affiftance of a neighbour, and was fitting on 
a bench* complaining of great weaknefs, and 
pain in his loins; which he defcribed, by 
faying he felt as if he was cutting in two j 
but allowed that his head was eafier fince he 
had been in the air. Finding that he had 
had a ftool the preceding day, but none fince* 
I gave him a pill, containing about fix grains 
of calom. and 4,gr. of emet. tartar immedi- 
ately } 
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ately ; arid as he complained of great thirKl* 
I permitted him to drink half a pint of cold 
water after it. I advifed him not to fit, but 
to endeavour to walk about a little, though 
ever fo flowly ; this he attempted, but went 
almoft double. At this time the weather 
was ndt very cold, but there was a pretty 
brifk wind, with fmall rain* 

About a quarter of an hour after I faw him 
again ; he had refolutely perfifted in follow- 
ing my diredlions, and faid his head was 
greatly relieved, but the pain in his back and 
loins was much the fame. His pulfe was 
now much altered ; inftead of being full and 
ftrong as before, it was low, but quick, 
and the heat on the fkin greatly abated. 
As he feemed much fatigued, I did not in- 
fift on his keeping abroad longer, but per- 
mitted him to go home, defiring him to re- 
frefh himfelf, but not to pull off his cloaths, 
or go into bed. • 

At two o'clock I faw him again ; his pill 
had then worked twice ; he feemed fatigued 
and faint, but was abroad, for he faid the air 
refrefhed him, and his head was eafier in the 
7 air 
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air than within, fo that as foon as he was a 
little reded he came out by choice. Thd 
pain in his loins (till remained very grievous, 
but his head was much eafier ; and his hack 
and loins became lefs painful towards 
ing. I allowed him to go to bed about fe^ 
ven; but being defiroua of observing the fuU 
eflfed of this kind of treatment, I ordered iw 
medicine. 

• 

25th. Had but little rqft, and hi* cpjpa- 
plaints nearly the i$m$ as when h« w«£ 
to bed. His pulfe wag now wf?d, 
more , full than in the evening, and &q 
degree of heat greater than over «ig&< 
A few fmall puftules were now begins 
ning to fhew themielves on his fa$e y \ 
directed a purging draught of infufion of 
fena and manna, quickened with jalap * 
advifed hfcn to get opt of bed, and venture} 
again into the air. This he did : by twq 
o'clock the purge had worked thripe, ar^4 
he was freer from the pain in his back and 
loins: more puftules now appeared in the 
face, but fcarce any on the limbs.. . He hacj 
hitherto taken nothing fioce his firft fei?qre^ 
but tea with milk, fage and baym tea* 

loath- 
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loathing ill other nourifhment. He per- 
fifttd in keeping out the greateft part of the 
afternoon j and at fevefl went to bed, when 
I found the pulfe more calm and regular* and 
as his complaints were lefs violent, he began 
to think of nourifhment. 

26th. I faw him at feven in the morn- 
ing 3 he had flept but little, had one purg- 
ing ftool in the night, and felt himfelf low 
and languid j his pulfe was now even, full, 
and regular, and his heat moderate. Many 
more puftules were out in the face, though 
but few on the limbs, and his complaints 
of pain in the head and back went of£ 
He took milk pottage with fome appe- 
tite, ahd fpent the greateft part of the day 
abroad. ' 

At three in the afternoon I law him, and 
Was told, that lying down in the bed he 
had fallen afleep, and waked almoft choak- 
ed with blood } that he had vomited up a 
cbnfiderable quantity, which doubtlefs had 
been fwallowed, as he was found bleeding at 
the nofe. From what I could learn, the 
whole ifcarcely exceeded fix or eight ounces. 

He 
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He complained of faintnefs, and faid his 
pains were removed. I ordered him to drink 
the perioral decodtion, acidulated with a 
mixture of equal quantities of fweet and 
wealc-fpirit of vitriol. The number of put 
tules continued increafing floWly on the face 
and other parts. 

Late in , the evening I faw him again j two 
more purging ftools had followed.; he com- 
plained of being very faint and lowland 
fe^ed he (hould Juve no reft, 

I now thought it proper .to gaye hiip an 
anodyne cordial, an4 therefore ordered mir 
thrid. §fs, which he toofc immediately. By 
the help of this he paffed a very . refrefl** 
ing comfortable night, and thought hjmfelf 
quite well. The eruption was now com- 
pleted i the fmailrpox might be properly 
called diftifldt : though full in the face, he had 
only a moderate number of a 'large fort on 
all the other parts ; and he went through 
fhe fucceeding ftages without any difficulty. 
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CASE XXIV. 

A young womah who was fcrvaht in a 
houfe where a child had the fmall-pox in the 
hatural way, determined to flay there and 
take her chalice. 

December 25th; 1765, 1 was defiredtofee 
her. She had been taken with a cold fit the 
preceding afternooh, which wasfucceeded by 
a fever, and the ufual fymptoms attending the 
eruption, but in a fevere manner. I found her 
in bed, making great complaints of pain in 
her head, back, and loins ; her pulfe ftrong, 
quick, and full ; a flufhing red colour in the 
face, and the fever very high. 

With much difficulty I prfevailed upon her 
to get up ; ordered her to drink fome cold 
water, and go abroad into the air* though 
it was a very frofty mornings with fleet. At 
one o'clock I called again, and found her then 
below flairs walking about. The heat was 
much abated, her complexion pale, the pulfe 
fmall and quick, and all her complaints con- 
fid erably abated. 

U The 
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The account I received from her, and the 
perfons who attended her, was, that upon firft 
going into the air, (he was fo feeble, that the 
nurfe, and another to affift, could fcarce fup* 
port her, and it was with much -difficulty 
that (he could walk with this affiftance; that 
fhe drank a glafs of cold water from the 
pump, and before fhe had been abroad many 
minutes found herfelf much eafier, and had 
remained fo ever fince. It now rained pretty 
hard, which had obliged her to come in but 
fhe faid if her complaints returned, fhe would 
certainly go out again, be the weather ever fa 
bad, and in this refolution I encouraged her. 

On the 26th, about eleven in the morning, 
I vifited her again, found fhe had paffed a 
N pretty good night, and had felt no remark- 
able uneafinefs; fee had been abroad feveral 
times the preceding day, to which fhe im- 
puted the eafe fhe enjoyed. Two puftules of 
a diflindt kind were now out on the face, 
and fhe had the difeafe in a very favourable 
manner, without the leaft bad fymptom 
during the progrefs, or any ill confequence 
afterwards. 

CASE 
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CASE XXV. 

Jan. 3d, 1/66.] A healthy young man 
was inoculated in company with four of his 
neighbours. On the fixth, pfefuming that 
none of them yvould be ill, I went to London 
on bufinefs. Returning on the 7th in the 
afternoon, I was met by a fervant, who in- 
formed me that this man had been taken ill 
on the 5th in the afternoon, had conrinued 
very bad ever fince, and now had fomethifig 
broke out, which was fufpeded to be the 
fmall-pox, and that I was defired to vifit him 
immediately: this I complied with, and 
found him in bed, complaining much of pain 
in his head, back, and loins, with great heat. 
Some fmall puftules were out in his face, 
which I perceived to be fmali-pox ; this was 
at five in the evening, and much about forty- 
eight hours from the firft feizure. 

The weather was at this time exceeding 
cold, and it froze very hard. I ordered 
him out of bed immediately, to drink a glafe 
of cold water, and to get fome affiftance, 
and walk abroad in the air. Upon inquiry 
I found he had pafled without a (tool 

U 2 thp 
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the whole day. Five grains cf calomel :a 
a pill were ordered to be taken immpdi- 
ately. He refted but little this night, and 
next morning a great many mere puftules 
were out in the face, lufficient to (hew a di£- 
pofuion to flux. As this pill produced no 
manifeft effedt, I ordered fal. glaub. 3vi. 
difiblvcd in water gruel to be taken im- 
mediately. The vehemence of the fever and 
other fymptoms were fcarce moderated by 
this eruption. 

Notwithftanding the medicine and the 
feverity of the weather, I defired he would 
get cn his cloaths, and go into the air as 
much as he could poffibly bear, and in the 
evening ordered him to be carried in a chaile 
to the houfe provided for him in cafe he 
had been ill from inoculation. I examined 
the incifions carefully, but there were not 
the leaft figns of the infedtion having fucceed- 
ed> either by difcolouration, hardnefs, or any 
alteration on the fkin, nor could he re- 
col le<S that they had itched or given him the 
|eaft uneafinefs. 
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In the evening he came to the houfe as 
ordered, but was fo very feeble and full of 
complaints, that it was with great difficulty 
he was got to his room. Upon enquiry I 
found he had vomited up the falts foon after 
faking them, and had only one coftive ftool ; 
he had complied with tny orders about getr 
ting into the air feveral times in the day, 
though with great difficulty. His com- 
plaints of thirft, pain in the head and back, 
were at this time very great. I dire&ed him 
to fit with his feet in warm water for a fliort 
time, and, on going into bed, to take a few 
fpoonfuls of a laxative mixture, which was to 
be repeated till he had ftools. 

9th. He had been delirious in the night, 
but refted a little towards morning; the 
number of puftules was now confiderably in- 
jcreafed. This day he had three ftools from 
his purging mixture, by which he was re- 
lieved, and bore fitting up better. 

yoth. fie pafled the night eafy, but with- 
out fleep. He was very full in the face, 
but had a fmaller number on the body and 

limbs. 
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limbs. No complaint, deferving notice, 
happened during the progrefs to matura- 
tion. He fat up a part of every day to the 
eighth from the eruption, when, being 
blind, and very fore* he kept in bed ; they 
turned on the eleventh, and he recovered 
perfedly. 

It was remarkable in this cafe, that the 
inoculated parts never (hewed the leaft figns 
of infedionj nor did a greater number of 
puftules appear near them than might have 
been expe&ed if nothing had been done} 
nor is there to be feen the leaft mark where 
the inoculation, was performed, though in all 
other inoculated patients who have had the 
dife&fe, even in the flighted mapner, there 
conftantly remains a fear. 

It appeared, on enquiry, that this man 
had been for a confiderable time before 
in a conftarit intercourfe with families in 
the fmall-pox; !and there feems not to be 
. the leaft doubt but his was the natural 
dileafe. 

C ASS 
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CASE XXVL 

A young woman was feized with a fever, 
and the ufual fymptoms. The next day an 
eruption appeared, which gave forne fufpicion 
of the fmall-pox: on the third day more 
fpots were difcovered, but (he was not reliev- 
ed. The diforder was now fuppofed to be 
an inflammatory fever, attended with a rafh ; 
and as (he was extremely delirious, a blifter 
had been applied about two hours before I 
firft faw her. The face was extremely full 
of very fmall puftules, which indeed were 
the fmall-pox, and there was a confiderable 
number on the neck and limbs ; but not- 
withftanding this eruption, the fever was very 
high, 'and the degree of heat fo exceffive, 
that I fcarce ever felt a perfon hotter j flie 
was fo far fenfible as to complain of great 
pain in her head, ftomach, and loins, though 
very delirious and extremely reftlefs. She 
was at an inn much ufed by carriers, and it 
was highly improper (he fhould remain there. 
In her prefent fituation I was fenfible it might 
appear very hazardous to move her ; but it 
was evident that fmall-Pox would be con- 
3 fluent. 
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fluent. I judged from the violence of the 
fymptoms the difeafe would be dangerous, 
and the event doubtful, and was therefore 
defirous of trying how far the fame method 
and remedies which were iifed fo fuccefsfully 
in the inoculated fmall-pox, as well as in fome 
cafes of the natural difeafe, would avail in 
this. The neceffity of removing the patient 
afforded me a good opportunity, without 
any imputation of rafhnefs. I therefore pro- 
pofed her being taken down ftairs into a 
parlour under the room where (he then lay, 
while I was prefent, and ready to affift, if the 
fatigue fhould be too much for her; this 
was confented to ; the women affifted in -get- 
ting her cloaths on, which (he feemed much 
pleafed with, being then delirious. She 
was altogether unable to ftand, and was there- 
fore brought down by three perfons in the 
fame manner as if fhe had been dead. She 
was then placed in a chair, but had not cveft 
ftrength to hold herfelf upright, but was fup-^ 
ported in that pofture by the women about 
her. 

The fatigue of moving, and change of 
pofture, occafioned a faintnefs, in which fhe 

loft 
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loft all colour, and the puftules for a timp 
difappeafed $ upon this, the chair was leaned 
quite back, the bed was brought down, and 
laid on the floor, (he was placed on it with 
her cloaths on, and eagerly drank a glafs of 
cold water. Her colour foori returned ; the 
puftules appeared as before; but fhe was 
confiderably cooled, and her pulfe, though it 
retained thequicknefs, was not nearfo ftrong: 
I ftaid with her about half an hour, during 
which time fhe was more fenfible, and not fo 
reftlefs, but feemed languid and tired, t 
ordered the window to be opened, the 
room to be kept cool, and gave her three grains 
of calomel, tart. emet. gr. in a pill, and 
directed a purging draught to be taken as foon 
as it could be procured, and as there feemed 
no ocaffion for the blifter, it was taken off. 

I faw her next morning at a houfe to 
which (he had been removed at a fmall dis- 
tance, and found her almoft free from com- 
plaints ; fhe had refted moderately well, was 
perfectly fenfible. .Thofe about her dated 
her amendment from the time when the 
purge (which had procured three ftools) be- 
gan to operate. 

She 
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She was however extremely full all over 
of a very fmall confluent kind; yet thefe 
inflamed and maturated in a very favourable 
manner. From the minuted obftrvation I 
could make, it feemed to me that by this 
management the number in the face was lefs 
than when I firft faw her, confequently that 
fome puftules were reprefled after they had 
appeared. 

CASE XXVII. 

In the beginning of June 1766, a young 
woman was taken with a fhivering fit, fuc- 
ceeded by a fever, and the fymptoms that 
ufually precede the fmall-pox, in a very 
violent degree: thefe were attended with fuch 
general weaknefs, that in a few hours after the 
feizure fhe was obliged to go to bed, where 
{he foon became delirious, and afterwards 
infenfible, her urine paffing involuntarily $ in 
this condition I firft faw her about forty hours 
after (he was taken ill. The heat was ex- 
ceffive, her pulfe extremely quick, but not 
ftrong, and a few fmall eruptions appeared on 
the face, fufficient to afcertain the diftemper. 
Upon railing ber up fhe did not make the 

leaft 
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Icaft effort to fupport herfelf, and therefore 
was permitted to lie down, and as the room 
was fmall, the window was fet open. Five 
grs. of calomel were with great difficulty got 
down ; and an infufion of fena with manna 
being prepared, the perfon attending was de- 
fired to give a little and often, till (he had a 
ftool. 

It was very improper that fhe fhould re- 
main in the houfe where fhe was, on ao 
count of the family; yet there was no 
poffibility of moving her in her prefent 
condition. Next morning I was informed 
fhe had remained in the, fame ftupid way 
the whole night, but was now rather bet- 
ter, and had fpoke more fenfibly, had two 
ftools, and vomited up fome bilious mat- 
ter. The heat was ftill great, the pulfe 
quick, and many fmall confluent puftules 
were out in the face and other parts ; this 
was the third day of her illnefs. I ad- 
vifed her being got out of bed, and the 
windows to be kept open ; but was in doubt 
whether fhe had ftrcngth enough to be taken 
into the open air. 

X 2 In 
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In the evening the eruption was increafed 
confiderabLy in number; and fhe was fo 
much of eafed her complaints, as to bear 
being removed in a cart to a houfe in the 
neighbourhood, where I gave her calomel 
three grains,, emetic tartar one eighth of a 
grain. 

She had fbme reft this night, but the fe- 
ver continued $ and not having had any more 
ftools, (he was ordered to take a laxative potion 
of inf. of fena and manna. She had three 
ftools before evening, and all her complaints 
abated. She was very full all over of a very 
confluent kind. 

This young woman fat up the greateft part 
of feveral days after fhe was quite blind, by 
her own choice ; and I do not recollect ever 
feeing one with fo large a crop of puftules 
who went through the difeafe fo eafily $ for 
ihe made no complaint but of forenefs, nor 
took any medicine but a few drops of thebaic 
tindture at bed- time, towards the crifis. 

CASE 
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CASE XXVIIL 

A poor man about 35 years of age, who 
had gone through the preparatory courfe, 
came to my houfe in company T with feveral 
ipiore, in order to be inoculated. As foon 
as lie came into the room, I perceived he 
was ill ; and on enquiring he* told me, that 
about two hours before he had been taken 
with a fit of the ague, and that his head, 
back, and loins were in great pain. Feel- 
ing his pulfe, I found a good deal of fever, 
his fkin was alfo very hot, I knew the 
fmall-pox was iii his neighbourhood; and 
thence concluded he was feized with this 
diftemper. I advifed him to keep abroad 
in the air as much as poffible, and directed 
a pill of the kind already mentioned at 
night, and a purging draught the following 
morning. 

Thefe operated four or five times, and he 
perfifted in obeying my orders ; the fever 
and other complaints were not fo high as 
to give any great alarm ; he had a pretty large 
number of a diftind: pock, and went through 
the diftemper very well.

CASE XXIX. 

About three in the afternoon I vifited a 
middle-aged man, who after two days illnefs 
had an eruption, which the neighbours fuf- 
pefted to be the fmall-pox ; I found him in 
bed, very hot, and in a fweat; his pulfe 
quick, full, and ftrong; his face pretty full of 
fmall-pox, which had begun to appear in 
the morning. I received the ufual account 
of the preceding fymptoms, which had been 
ptetty fevere, and he ftill made great com- 
plaints of pains in his head, back, and loins ; 
I immediately gave him a pill, containing cal. 
gr, v. tart, etaet. gr. f , which I had taken 
with me upon a prefumption that I might 
want it : I alfo infifted on his getting up, and 
going abroad into the air, notwithftanding the 
fWeat he was in, which it was my intention 
to reftrain : I met with the ufual difficulty 
in getting this advice complied with ; how- 
ever he was affifted, came down flairs, 
and went abroad, being fupported by his 
wife 3 for he feemed very weak, and had not 
been out of his bed for two days before ; 

as 
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as he complained of great thirfl, I gave him 
a glafs of cold water, and flayed about half 
an hour to fee the effedt of this treatment; he 
was at firft very faint and fick, and vomited 
up fome bilious matter, but not the pill he 
had lately taken : after this, while I flayed, 
he faid his head was better, and allowed he 
was refrefhed by the air; I defired him to 
continue abroad as much as he Could, and 
when he found himfelf tired, to go in and lie 
down a little ; but as foon as he was able, to 
get out again, and if thirfty to drink as much 
cold water as he pleafed. I then took my 
leave, ordering a purging draught to be ta- 
ken as foon as he received it, which I con- 
cluded would be at lead three or four hours 
from that time. 

Next morning, on vifiting him, I was told 
that the purge had operated four times, that 
|ie found himfelf confiderably relieved, both 
in his head and , back, and had reded bet- 
ter than any time fince he had been taken ill. 
The eruption proceeded flowly; but many 
more puflules now appeared in his face, and 
other parts, than before ; he kept abroad, and

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hi6 complaints continued wearing ofiv J Next 
morning I found him quite eafy- he was 
* pretty full of a dirfinft pock, and from* this 
time all Went on well,, without having oc- 
cafion io take any nfiore medicines.
